NOTED AMERICAN PROFESSOR 


Visiting ‘Banca Describes Ruler as “Mar of Heart’ sad Peace 


By DR. JOHN W. BURGESS, 


Roosevelt Exchange Professor of American His- 
tory and Institutions, Friedrich Wilhelm 
University, Berlin, 1906. 


T is often said by historians that no truly great 
| man is ever really understood by the genera- 
tion, and in the age, for which he labors. 
Many instances of the truth of this statement can 
be easily cited. Two of the most flagrant have 
come within the range of my own personal ex- 
perience. The first was the character of Abra- 
ham Lincoln as depicted by the British press of 
1860-64 and as conceived by the British public 
opinion of that era. 

Mr. Henry Adams, son and private secretary of 
Mr. Charles Francis Adams, our Ministed Plent- 
potentiary to Great Britain during that critical 
era in our history, writes, in that fascinating book 
of his entitled “The Education of Henry Adams” 
that: 


London was altogether beside itself on 
one point, in especial; it created a night nare 
of its own, and gave it the shape of Abraliuin 
Lincoln. Behind this it placed another de- 
mon, if possible more devilish, and calicd it 
Mr. Seward. In regard to these two men En- 
glish society seemed demented. Defense was 
useless: explanation was vain. One could 
only let the passion exhaust itself. One's 
best friends were as unreasonable as ene nies, 
for the belief in poor Mr. Lincoln's brutality 
and Seward's ferocity became a dogma of 
popular faith. 


Adams relates further that the last time he 
saw Thackeray at Christmas of 1863 they spoke 
of their mutual friend, Mrs. Frank Hampton of 
South Carolina,» whom Thackeray had portrayed 
as Ethel Newcome, and who had recently passed 
away from life. Thackeray had read in the British 
papers that her parents had been prevented by the 
Federal soldiers from passing through the lines to 
see her on her death bed. Adams writes that: 

In speaking of it Thackeray's voice trem- 
bled and his eyes filled with tears. “he 
coarse cruelty of Lincoln and his hirelings 
was notorious. He never doubted that the

tenderest feelings of women—particularly of 

women in order to punish their opponerts.

reproach Had he (Adams) carried tr his 

pocket the proofs that the reproach wa< un- 
just, he would have gained nothing by show- 
ing them. At that moment Thackeray, and 
all London society with him, needed the ner- 
vous relief of expressing emotions: for if Mr. 

Lincoln was not wanes. Smtad said he was, what 

were they? 

Mr. Lincoln sent over our most skillful politi- 
clan, Thurlow Weed, and our most able constitu- 
tional lawyer, William M. Evarts, and later our 
most brilliant orator, Henry Ward Beecher, fol- 
lowed, for the purpose of bringing the British peo- 
ple to their senses and correcting British opinion, 


FIRMLY believe that there is no soul 
ov in this wide world upon whom the 

burden and grief of this great cataa- 
trophe so heavily reats as upon the Ger- 
man Emperor. I have heard him declare 
with the greatest earnestness and 80- 
lemnity that he considered war a dire 
calamity; that Germany would never, 
during his reign, wage an offensive war, 
and that he hoped God would spare him 
from the necesaity of ever having to con- 
duct a defenaive war.

Our View of Kaiser Similar. 
ODAY we are laboring under a no less sin- 
T gular delusion than were the English in 
1862. The conception prevailing in En- 
gland and in this country concerning the physical, 
mental and moral makeup of the German Emperor 
is the monumental! caricature of biographical lit- 
erature. I have had the privilege of his personal 
acquaintance now for nearly ten years. I have 
been brought into contact with him in many dif- 
ferent ways and under many varying conditions, at 
court and state functions, at university ceremonies 
and celebrations, at his table and by his fire- 
side surrounded by his family, when in the midst 
oi his officials, his men of science and his per- 
sonal friends, and, more instructive than all, 
alone in the imperial home in Berlin and at Pots- 
dam and in the castle and forest at Wilhelmshohe. 
With all this experience, with all this opportunity 
for observation at close range, I am hardly able 
to recognize a single characteristic usually at- 
tributed to him by the British and American press 
of today. 

In the first place, the Emperor ts an impressive 
man physically. 
e man of medium size, great strength and rie 
ance and of agile and graceful movement. 
looks every inch a leader of men. His fine gray- 
blue eyes are peculiarly iascinating. I saw him 
once seated beside his uncle, King Edward VII, 
and the contrast was very striing and greatly 
in his favor. 

In the second place, the Emperor is an exceed- 
ingly intelligent and highly cultivated man His 
mental processes are swift, but they go also very 
deep. He is a searching inquirer, and questions 
and listens more than he talks. His fund of 


knowledge is immense and sometimes astonish- 
ing. He manifests interest in everything, even to 
} the smallest detail, which can have any bearing 
upon human improvement. : 


; Deeply Concerned in Arts of Peace. 


REMEMBER a half-hour’s conversation with 
| him once over a cupping glass, which he had 
ruin called the Saalburg, near Homburg. He al 
Ways appeared to me most deeply concerned with 
the arts of peace. I have never heard him speak 
much of war, and then always with abhorrence, 
nor much of military matters, but improved agri- 
culture, invention and manufacture, and especiale 


ly commerce and education in all their ramifica-. 
tions were the chief subjects of his thought and 


conversation. I have had the privilege of assee- 
ciation with many highly intelligent and pro 
foundly learned men, but I have never acquired as 
much knowledge, in the same time, from any maa 
whom I have ever met, as from the German Bite 
peror. | 
And yet, with all this real superiority of 
and education, his deference to the opinions of 
others is remarkable. Arrogance is one of 
qualities most often attributed to him, but he is 
the only ruler I ever saw in whom there appeared 
to be absolfitely no arrogance. He meets you as 
man meets man and make you feel that you are 
required to yield to nothing but the better reason, 
In the third place, the Emperor impressed me 
ar a man of heart, of warm affections and of great 
consideration for the feelings and well-being of 
others. He cannot, at least does not, conceal his 
reverence for, and devotion to, the Empress, or 
his love for his children, or his attachment to his 
friends. He always speaks of Queen Victoria and

The Southern Traction franchise is out of the 
way of bridge competition, leaving only a legal 
question to be wrangled over by courts and 
lawyers. 

The City Counselor, the traction company’s 
lawyers, and those who contend with them that 
the repeal has been contrary to law will find 
small comfort in consulting the United States 
Supreme Court’s recent utterances upon the right 
to repeal, in the case of Owensboro vs. Cumber- 
land Telephone Co., 230 U. 8. 58. 

There the Court discussed the case of a munici- 


 pality which had not expressly reserved the 


right to repeal in the franchise itself, but relied 
upon a general right of revocation implied and 
conferred by statute. The right to repeal where 
the same is expressly and particularly reserved 
in the franchise was not directly before the 
court, but Justice Lurton in his opinion ventured 
tc say: 

“That the right may be reserved to destroy 
a contract may be conceded; but when such a 
right is claimed, it must be clear and explicit.” 
The franchise granted to the Southern Trac- 
tion Co. expressly reserved to the city the right 
to “amend, alter or repeal;” and language could 
scarcely be more specific. The traction company 
took it subject to the stipulation; their action sub- 
sequently has been with knowledge of the stipula- 
tion; and there could be no “innocent pur- 
chasers” of their securities, within the law's 
meaning, in the light of such a stipulation. The 
contract bore upon its face a warning to those 
who would purchase rights thereunder. 

IN ILLINOIS.

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A REPUBLICAN BOOMERANG. 

When Republicans charge the deficit in the 
Federal Treasury to the Democratic tariff re- 
vision they overlook what would have happened 
if Republican tariffs and tax policies were in 
force now. 

The Democrats, anticipating some reduction of 
revenues by reason of tariff revision downward, 
imposed an income tax and sought revenue not 
dependent upon imports. 

Under Republican control the Government 
would now be much more dependent upon im- 
ports for its revenue. But imports from Europe 
have practically ceased. The hole in the treas- 
ury would be far deeper and wider than it is 
if the Democratic party had not been in power 
and had not revised the tariff in the interest 
of the people.

If the general lid on racing has compelled these 
chivalrous Kentuckians, lacking other uses for 
him, to take to eating man’s best friend—some- 
thing more perilously near to cannibalism here 
than it would be elsewhere in the country—they 
kave the melancholy satisfaction of knowing that 
they are subsisting on a better quality of horse- 
flesh than could be provided for the residents of 
any other state that might be reduced to the same 
sad extremity. 


LET THE WAR PICTURES BE SHOWN. 

San Francisco’s municipal ‘“‘movie’’ censor has 
proved his unfitness for his post by placing a 
ban upon moving pictures of European war scenes. 

Before other cities, with their sheeplike imi- 
tativeness in such matters, follow San Francisco's 
example, we beg to suggest that the moving pic- 
.ure-theaters can lend powerful aid to the peace 
propaganda by showing the grimmest, most vivid 
war pictures which they can obtain. 

Men clamor for war who never saw a battle. 
Education is the cure for racial prejudices. We 
can imagine no educative agency better calcu- 
lated to illustrate the murderous folly of such 
prejudices carried to their logical conclusion in 
war, than the countrywide exhibition of moving 
pictures showing war’s dreadful consequences, 
stripped of its mask of make-believe glory. 
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THE MYTH OF KING ALBERT. 

King Albert of the Belgians once took refuge 
from his enemies in the kitchen of a poor woman. 
His thoughts being on his misfortunes, he let the 
cakes burn he had been ordered to watch, and was 
bowled out vociferously by the woman when she 
returned. At another time, carrying a harp, he 
entered one of the camps of his enemies and while 
he played and sang listened to what the soldiers 
said about him.

at other places, King Albert of the Belgians 
secreted himself in humble quarters, where he saw 
« spider fail dozems of times in trying to climb 
t wall. But, the insect persisting and at last suc- 
ceeding, King Albert was greatly enheartened 
and led to believe that persistence even in bat- 
tling for his unhappy country might not be use- 
less. 

That King Albert really had these adventures 
doubtless will not be credited by some. And if 
they are not credited now, how can we hope that 
they will be credited when he has been dead as 
long as Alfred the Great or even as long as Rob- 
ert Bruce? Albert is the most romantic figure of 
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he can be enjoyed only by his contemporaries. 
In the future he will be only a fictitious national 
hero, a legendary character, a Belgian myth. 
Learned works will be written to prove that he 
did not do and could not have done the things he 
actually has done, because in this time it was not 
customary for Kings to do such things. 

A NEW SOUTH INDEED. 
President Wilson will press a telegraph key in 
Washington Nov. 9, setting in motion the cele- 
bration of the completion of the channel which 
makes Houston, 57 miles inland from Galveston, a 
deep water seaport. 
On the same day Houston will entertain an as- 
sembly of representative men of the Southwest, 
called to demand a revision of railroad freight 
rates in the interest of the gulf ports. 
On any past occagion a Southern mass meet- 
ing to discuss freight rates could have meant but 
one thing—a demand for lower rates. 

This Houston meeting indicates that the South 
Las had a change of heart—or that, in common 
with the rest of the country, it is convinced the 
roads have been sufficiently punished for their 
past sins. Because the avowed purpose of the 
meeting is to demand higher rates. 

The gulf ports want more of the West's and 
Northwest's sea-and-rail traffic than they are 
getting. They say existing rates, authorized or 
ordered by the Interstate Commerce*’Commission, 
favor the Atlantic ports; that in order to equal- 
ize the competition between Atlantic and gulf 
ports, freight rates between the Missouri River 
and the Atlantic should be raised 10 to 15 per 
cent. 

They admit that heavier grades on north and 
south lines make north and south freight hauls 
cost more per mile than east and west hauls. To 
remedy this, they propose that the north and 
south lines be granted a 5 per cent increase in 
freight rates and required to spend it in cutting 
down grades and improving their rolling stock. 

If we do not misread the call for the Houston 
meeting, it will demand not only that the roads 
be granted permission to advance rates as stated, 
but that they be compelled to do so, if necessary, 
in order that they may keep pace with the coun- 
try’s expanding commerce. )

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WHAT THE MAN IN A TRENOH THINES. 

A St. Louisan who lies wounded in a French 
hospital camp—he is a reservist who had taken up 
his residence here when war called him home— 
writes to a friend in St. Louis: 

The most painful thing to see is that there 
are but few professional soldiers in this war 
—men who have deliberately chosen a fight- 
ing career. A few of the English troops are 
—and they are marvelously cool under fire. 
But the English for the most part, and dour- 
selves, and the Germans as well, are g9d 
heads of families, men of industry and com- 
merce; men who, mostly, have stanch reli- 
gious~ideals and a love of peace; men whose 
minds have turned towards thoughts of broad 
social and human justice. They tell us that 
all this makes an army. I say they are herds 
of good men, good citizens, being led to butch- 
ery. 

To what purpose? we add. Not upon some ele- 
vated principle of human rights or liberties. There 
is no profound fundamental issue, no rebellion 
against tyranny on behalf of freedom. It is a 
war commanded by ambition, vanity, hate, greed, 
resentment—a letting of bad blood; a war of poli- 
cies and politics unprincipled; a war of nationali- 
ties, imperilalisms, flags, insignia and the para- 
phernalia of armaments; a war between royalties 
and realms, fought on either hand by men against 
machinery, and without a perceptible justification 
in democracy. 

To the pitifulness, the agony of it, nothing could 
add more than a sense of its utter futility and 
waste in the minds of the men in the trenches—or 
in the hospitals—or left dying on the fields.

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THE WRONG BOATS. 
There are not a great many German warships 
on the high seas and the number of American 
merchantmen is not large. Yet we hear nothing 
of British cruisers overhauling the Germans, while 
every day or two they are reported as seizing or 
searching ships bearing the United States flag. 

The German ship Emden, in the Indian Ocean, 
has disabled one British gunboat and has sent 
many British merchantmen to the bottom. Its 
operations have been so successful that the trade 
of the empire in the Eastern seas has been seri- 
usly interrupted and insurance is rising rapidly. 
In the same way the operations of the German 
ship Karlsruhe, in the South Atlantic, has been 
exceedingly disastrous to British commerce. 

Everybody knows that it is not easy to pick 
up a hostile vessel which has the range of the 
oceans. During our Civil War, the Alabama put 
to sea in July, 1862, and she was not overtaken 
and destroyed until June, 1864. In these 23 months 
she captured or sank more than seventy mer- 
chantmen. 

Nevertheless, if the British navy were to dis- 
play a little of the energy now devoted to the 
bedevilment of the commerce of a neutral and 
friendly Power in the pursuit and annihilation of 
these daring cruisers of its enemy, it would gain

for a couple of years. It is already after our meat and grain, an’ the 
demand for these things now is not a patchen to what it will be within 
a few months. I've thought all the time that if the war didn’t end in 
a few weeks there must be some way in which it would turn to our own 
advantage. It always has been that way in war, an’ it will be always. 
War is waste, an’ the people who are producing something always come 
out in the end at the big end of the horn. I remember mighty well how 
the people who had wheat during the Civil War got rich selling it at two 
or three prices. You can always do that when half the population quits 
producing, an’ if America don’t feed the people of Europe for a while, 
I don’t know who will. 

“There are respects in which the war is unquestionably bad for ug, 
but I don’t see how the farmer is to be kept from feathering his nest 
while Europe fights. He won't pay much of the war tax, he hasn't any 
securities to sell abroad, and he is not an importer. He raises food, 
and food is what Europe is going to need. I see the exports of oats to 
Europe are breaking the record. Wheat and corn are both going up, or 
it looks as if they would. Chicago packers have put on 3000 more hands 


to handle European meat orders. Some folks are blue about the effect of 
the war on this country, and if anybody owes you a dollar he swears he 
can’t pay it because of the war. I don’t take much stock in it. I think 
the most noticeable effect of the. war in this country will probably be 
the great number of farmers tooling around in limousines before it is 
over. I have some horses to sell to the British army, and some mules 
to sell to the French army. I think all of those folks will want some 
of my beef and pork, and that most of them, before they get done, will 
be grateful for some of my Irish potatoes. I have, too, some wheat, some 
corn and some oats that 1 know they will be after. I guess I will be able 
to keep up my newspaper subscription.”

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National Aid for Cotton Men 


THE COTTON BOND ISSUE. 


Philadelphia Ledger: That there was sanity 
enough in the Senate to pass the war tax bill with- 
out weighting it down with a $250,000,000 bond 
issue for the relief of cotton should encourage 
every upholder of sound economics. It is not the 
function of government to valorize any crop, 
wheher it be cotton, wheat or tobacco. Private 
business interests can legitimately unite to pre- 
vent destruction of cotton values, but the Gov- 
ernment must avoid all such enterprises, for there 
lies national and commercial bankruptcy. 


THE SOUTH’S PLEA. 

Atlanta Constitution: It has been shown 
clearly and beyond all question that effective leg- 
islative relief for the cotton growers can come 
from only one source—the national Congress. 
And it will not be questioned that Congress has 
had both opportunity and authority in abundance 
to afford the necessary aid. 

We have never protested, but, on the other 
hand, have been glad to accord the right of Gov- 
ernment to go tq the aid of Wall street in a crisis, 
actual or possible, which might involve the entire 
country. We have never questioned the action of 
Government .in going to the assistance of other 
sections, even to the extent of spending millions 
for development projects to open the country up to 
new settlers. 

But we do protest against the inconsistence and 
injustice which unhesitatingly responds to these 
calls, and then turns a deaf ear when the South 
comes with a better and a higher claim to national 
consideration than many of those which are given 
promptly favorable action. We do protest against 
being given a stone in place of the bread we have 
every right to expect and demand. 


DOCTORING COTTON. 

New York World: Because the prostration 
of the cotton industry at the South threatens to 
assume the proportions of a calamity, why, in an 
attempt to relieve the situation, go open-eyed into 
disaster? 

The remedy proposed by Southern Senators is 


purchase of 5,000,000 bales, or one-third of the 
crop, at 10 cents a pound or less, Government to 
hold cotton three years if necessary, would be 
the biggest legislative speculation ever under- 


taken. 
It is easy to believe the report that even the 


authors of this proposition have no hope of its 
acceptance, and that the motive behind it is po- 
litical rather than financial. Nothing ever pro- 
posed by Populists, Greenbackers or Grangers in 
the wildest days of inflation and paternalism can 
compare with this enterprise either in magnitude 
or in folly. As a measure to be adopted for one 
time only, it is a colossal charity or a gigantic 
gamble. As a policy to be followed in other di- 
rections, it is state socialism on a scale never 
before contemplated. 

The St. Louis plan, which has received the in- 
corsement of the Federal Reserve Board, is sound 
commercially and otherwise, because it calls into 
action in a proper although an extraordinary way 
the banking power of the country. It does not 
buy cotton at a price higher than its value in the 
markets. It does not foolishly by act of Congress 
attempt to fix the price of cotton. It simply meets 
an unusual situation by concentrating and ex- 
tending bank credit. 

If the theory underlying the new banking and 
currency system is based upon a true principle, 
why should Democrats, even cotton states Demo- 
crats, discredit it at the start? 


THE NATIONS DUTY. 

Washington Post: A duty confronts the 
whole nation. If the plans for relief through in- 
dividual and collective financial agencies are not 
adequate, the nation should come to the rescue. 
The United States can save a portion of its own 
territory from the scourge of want and bank- 
ruptcy. It has the necessary resources, and it has 
the warrant of law for its action. The rescue of 
the South from ruin is as purely a duty of the 
nation as is the relief of Northern communities 
from the disasters of flood, fire and earthquake. 
No one questions the right of the United States 
to save New Orleans and the South from bubonic 
plague, and the people of the whole country gladly 
bear all the expense involved. The financial 
plague that threatens the South is as terrible and 
at real as any pestilence or famine. 

Surely there is in Congress and. in the adminis- 
trdtion the ability and energy necessary to devise 
and push through a national felief measure. The 
people are ready to do their share by approving 
the action and paying the bill. The emergency 
calls for great leadership, wise statesmanship and 
sound financiering. The majority in Congress in- 
cludes men who possess these qualifications, and 
the public expects them to exhibit them in behalf 
of the South.

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Business Outlook Is Improving 


IMPROVEMENT IN BUSINESS. 

Philadelphia Press: Each new week sees 
some progress made toward overcoming the ad- 
verse influences which the war in Europe is hav- 
ing on American trade. Commerce is making 
more headway and an increase in exports tends to 
relieve the foreign exchange situation. American 
manufacturers continue to receive orders for s)p- 
plies needed by the contending armies. Money is 
becoming more plentiful in the Eastern banks, and 
loaning rates are being reduced. The deficit of 
the New York banks has been almost extinguished 
and in this city the banks are beginning to retire 
Clearing House certificates. Although the Stock 
Exchanges are still closed there is a considerable 
volume of buying of securities for investment, and 
plans for a gradual resumption of trading in 
stocks are being devised. There must be a fre 
and open market before corporations can nego- 
tiate loans to finance pressing needs. 


EXPORT TRADE GROWING. 

Chicago Tribune: There is a rebuke to the 
hysterical hoarders and—what is more importaat 
—heartening justification of the broad-minded 
business men, who have been advocating confi- 
dence and reasonable optimism, in the facts of 
the figures of our ¢xport trade for September. 

The official reports show that at .the close of 
last month the totals of our export trade exceed- 
ed those of the corresponding period of the pre- 
vious year, when no one thought of or predicted a 
general European war. The recovery became 
marked in the middle of September, and has con- 
tinued since. Certain lines of industry and trade 
are still suffering, but the extraordinary war needs 
of the belligerent and neutrals are reflected in the 
demand for our grain, our horses and mules, our 
provisions and a long list of manufactured goods, 


Even cotton exports register a fair increase, and 
it should be plain to our manufacturers of cotton 
goods that they will be called on ere long to sup- 
ply markets they have not been able to command 
in the past. 


UPLIFT IN FINANCE. 


Philadelphia Ledger: Not since the Civil War 
was the United States called upon to meet such a 
financial crisis as came with the outbreak of hos- 
tilities in Europe. Foreign exports were suddenly 
cut off. Imports necessary to many of our own 
manufacturing industries were wholly suspended. 
All American stock exchanges had to be closed, 
and so a blight was put upon all our markets 
where securities miay be bought and sold 

On top of this came Europe’s clamor to be paid 
in gold for the securities it had sold in the fort- 
night before the war began. With all Europe 
suspending payment of its own debts and demand- 
ing gold instead of merchandise from the United 
States, a financial strain was put upon this coun- 
try the like of which had not been seen in 50 
years.

SEARCH OF THE MATAPAN. 

Washington Herald: Apparently there was no 
occasion for what has been interpreted as a warn- 
ing to the belligerent Powers, delivered in the 
Senate by Mr. Stone of Missouri, in referring tv 
the search of the steamer Matapan, recently ad- 
mitted to American registry, by a French cruiser. 
Senator Stone declared solemnly that the bellig- 
erent Powers must be careful in recognizing our 
rights as a neutral nation, “‘or the responsibiiity 
will rest upon their own heads.” Of course they 
must, and no doubt they are exercising every pre- 
caution, for in the very case which inspired Sen- 
ator Stone’s ‘“‘warning”’ the State Department re- 
ports that there was no violation of neutrality on 
the part of the French cruiser. Surely we ovght 
to be able to look to the Senate to set the rest 
of the country an example in keeping cool on the 
war situation. 


RESPECT THE AMERICAN FLAG. 

V¢/-Nington Times: Senator Stone, speaking 
not merely as a veteran Senator, but as chairman 
of the Committee on Foreign Relations, took oc- 
casion to say some pointed things about the busi- 
ness of stopping and searching Amesican ships on 
the high seas. It is just as well that belligerents 
be given to understand that the United States wiil 
not feel kindly disposed toward this practice. 
More than a hundred years ago the infant repub 
lic engaged in a war, one of whose chief causes 
was the assertion of this right by a more powerful 
nation. That conflict brought no determination of 
the question, and it has remained unsettled ever 
since. 

It is not now to be expected that we will now 
be precipitated into a war because of this pre- 
sumption on the part of any present belligerent. 
No country now at war is going to insist:on a 
policy that will menace a complication with the 
United States. The present is a good time to in- 
sist upon proper respect for the American flag, 
and the suggestion of such a purpose is correct

Interest rates are normal for 
this season of the year and even less than in 
some previous years when crops were moving to 
market.

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THE PRINCIPLE INVOLVED. 

Pittsburg Dispatch: The Matapan is an Amer- 
ican steamer engaged in trade between the United 
States and Colombia. The French cruiser stopped 
her and, finding on board five Germans bound to 
Colombia, forced them to sign a parole not to 
engage in war. As the Germans were on board an 
American vessel, the French cruiser had no more 
right to do this than if they had been on American 
soil. 

This was the principle established in the famuus 
Mason-Slidell case 52 years ago. The applica’ion 
o: the principle at that time was against the 
United States; but we acknowledged it, although 
the men were officers and representatives of the 
Confederate Goverument, and released the prison- 
ers to go to Europe and take up their functions of 
representing the Confederacy in England and 
France. 

Having acknowledged the principle then, we can 
afford to assert it now. 


CAPTURE OF THE BRINDILLA. 

New York World: If in the capture of the 
Prindilla the British Government wishes to teet 
neutral ownership, not alleged contraband cargo 
o: an unneutral destination, it will be appealing to

precedents for such a course, as when both Spain 
and the United States, in 1898, adhered to the 
Declaration of Paris, though neither had rati- 
fied it.

Outside the three-mile 
limit she was taken and towed to Halifax and the 
jurisdiction of a prize court. 

The Declaration of London, article 56, declares 
void the tranafer of an enemy's ship to a neutral 
in war “unless it is proved that such transfer 
is not made in order to avoid the consequences to 
which an enemy's vessel, as such, is exposed.”

bal sunning themselves this morning.’ ” 
Many and various have been the meth- 
ods employed to line up voters for elec- 
tion day. Dainty Edith Barriger, with 
Cecelia Rosovsky, most lovable of truant 
officers, and Miss Sqphie Rombauer, 
dignified daughter of a Judge, have 
hired drum corps and equipped torch 
light processions to lure the crowd to- 
ward various school houses. The schools 
are available as meeting places only 
for educational purposes of nonpartisan 
order, but these crowds, you may be 
sure, do not escape without being in- 
structed on amendments, with just a lit- 
tle pardonable emphasis on No. 13. 

To Mrs. Stewart any gathering to- 
gether of human beings suggests a pos- 
éible suffrage victory not to be dis- 
regarded. She pounces on a group of 
urchins playing in the gutter, saying, 
“Go tell your mothers I’m going to make 
a speech out here,” and soon she has a 
crowd. 

Dusky “Barbara Freftchie.” 

Mrs. Lillian Stewart, who comes 
from “way down South,” thinks she 
has discovered the Barbara Fritchie 
of the cause and that this time she 
is a negress. 
“An old darky woman runs a lunch 
stand near the station at New Lon- 
don,” said Mrs. Stewart. “I left the 
train to distribute my fllers and she 
volunteered to help me post one above 
her door. A crowd of loafers gathered 
and nothing offered for the moment 
more amusement than tearing down 
our banners. When they came to old 
mammy’s she planted herself immov- 
ably struck a most convincing atti- 
tude and said, “If you touches dis 
banner you does it over dis dead 
body!’ 


St. Charies with her petition and en- 
countering at one home a meek, sub- 
dued-looking man who looked just too 
easy for anything. Until then his wife 
stepped out. Tall, large, of overpower- 
ing presence, it took her not an instant 
to learn what the petition was about 
and announce: ‘“‘We don’t believe in it 
giere,’ ‘and shut the door. ‘Which 
only shows,” said Miss Rosovsky, ‘‘that 
she does the voting for the family al- 
ready.” 

The most frequent expressions of opin- 
ion from the mob are, of course, ‘‘Go 
home and wash the dishes!"" ‘““Mind the 
baby!"’ or “Cook your husband's din- 
ner.”"” Miss Sophie Rombauer, a-weary 
of the sound of those words, one sultry 
evening accosted a voter on her list, 
defying him to use that challenge. ‘‘Say 
anything you want, but don’t tell me 
to go back to my cook stove,’ ’she ex- 
claimed. ‘I won't, lady,” replied the 
stranger. ‘“‘For I am a cook myself. I 
support my family that way and I think 
{'m a pretty good voter, too.’’ 

Learning to Make a Speech. 

Mrs. Sanford tells of her maiden 
speech. ‘I never dreamed I could make 
a speech until when soliciting signatures 
in Canton I was trying to explam the ' 
petition to two old deaf men. They 
were almost blind, too. Before I had 
finished with them and they had in- 
scribed their marks, my shouting had 
attracted a great crowd and I got ever 
£0 many signatures. A blacksmith, at- 
tracted from his work, as he signed his 
name, said encouragingly, “I didn’t 
know the women of Missouri had get-up 
enough to do anything like this.’ ”’ 

“At Springfield,” Miss McDearmon 
tells me, “we were allowed to go 
through the new railroad shops with 
our petitions. An engineer leaned out 
of a cab window, took the paper, signed 
it and said, ‘Here’s luck to you.’ It was 
a brave thing to do,’* added Miss Mc- 
Dearmon, ‘‘to sign before all the other 
men, for they tease each other so.” 

The “voiceless speech” has been a 
factor of the campaign, so have free 
drinking cups bearing the suffrage 
slogan, “Votes for Women,” or the 
more successful “Votes for Mother” 
streamers, dodgers and fliers, which 
every worker carries, distributing 
them on farmers’ wagons, anywhere, 
everywhere. Street speakers of every 
desirable type have been emploved. 
Not until the votes are being counted 
will the fight abate. The final big 
effort Is being directed toward get- 
ting men to stand up for fairness to 
the women at the polls. 

Campaign of Merit. 

I can think of no method aur St. 
Louis group of workers have not em- 
ployed to capture the elusive voter— 
that is, not one legitimate and worthy 
method. There has been nothing flam- 
boyant, nothing spectacular, nothing 
hysterical about this campaign. 

No windows have been smashed, no 
bombs exploded, no propeerties de- 
estroyed—please observe. 

If the ameendment carries on Nov, 3, 
it will have won on its merits and 
steadfast conscientious § sclf-forgetting 
labor of the workers. If the right to 
a voice in the Government is granted 
to the women of Missouri for all time, 
posterity neeed have no cause to blush 
for the dignity of their foremothers 
through patience trying time If the 
amendment fails this timee, thousands 
of womeen will suffer bitter disap- 
pointment, of course, but they need be 
haunted by no sorry might-have-dones. 
Defeat or victory, not one word of so 
constructive, educational a program 
can be Ist in the steady march of pro- 
gress.

SELPH TO CONFER 


MEDALS ON MAIL 
CARRIERS TODAY 


Length of Service, Efficiency and 
Special Performance Are 
to Be Rewarded. 


TIME SAVED IN DELIVERY 
Postmaster Plans to Put St. Louis 
in Front Rank by Better- 
ments -in Service. 


The semi-annual inspection of the 
letter-carrier force of St. Louis will be 
held at noon today in the main post- 
office building, Eighteenth and Walnut 
streets, when Postmaster Selph will 
award three medals. -A committee of 
supervisory officers has considered the 
records of all the carriers attached to 
the office, and its report, taken with 


the showing at inspection, will be the 
basis upon which the awards will be 
made. 

The medals are gold, silver and 
bronze. The gold medal will he given 
for length of service and efficiency con- 
sidered jointly; the silver one for the 
best record of efficency for the period 
of a year, and the bronze-medal in rec- 
ognition of some signal service per- 
formed during a year. 

Nine hundred carriers are expected 
to be at the places allotted to them in 
the Seventeenth and Eighteenth street 
lobbies, each substation force having 
been assigned space in alphabetical or- 
der, starting with Anchor Station and 
ending with the Wild Hunters’ Sta- 
tion. 

Medal System to Be Continued. 

During Postmaster Selph’s incumbency 
the medal system of rewarding effi- 
ciency is to be continued, as it is the 
postmaster’s ambition to make the St. 
Louis office the model force of the 
United States. 

Each week he plans to do something 


to improve the service, and the sug- 


gestions of all men in the service are 
sought and considered. Last week 


Selph began delivering second-class mail 


matter to newspapers at 8 a. m. and 
1 p. m. Theretofore such matter had 


to be called for. 


Recently, as part of the efficiency 
campaign, 80 carrier routes were speed- 
ed up from 80 minutes to two hours 
each, so that 150,000 persons in the busi- 
est part of the city are getting their 
mail earler than they ever got it. before. 
The slogan of the St. Louis postoffice 
is now: ‘“‘No breakfast complete with- 
out the United States mail.’’ Postmas- 
ter Selph hopes to extend this earlier 
service to the remotest parts of the city 
as soon as practicable. 

Delivery Time Shortened. 

The earlier deliveries were made pos- 
sible by a rearrangement of the meth- 
ods of delivering mail. It was found 
the carriers had no regular system of 
delivery and were in the habit of zig- 
zagging across streets, resulting in the 
loss of much time. By the new system 
a carrier now goes from house to’house 
on one side.of the street, his crossing 
being ‘reduced to a minimum. Tt was 
computed that the hours wasted by 
about 110 carriers in the 8 carrier dis- 
tricts affected by the new system ag- 
gregated six days’ time on one delivery 
of mail under the old method of deliy- 
ery. ' 

The postoffice department, in anticipa- 
tion of a big increase of parcel post 
business during the Christmas holidays, 
has started to devise ways and means 
to improve this service. Inspectors 
Martin and Miller are making an in- 
vestigation which it is hoped will result 
in the adoption of suggestions that will 
materially accelerate the receipts and 
Celivery of parcels post. 

In conformity with the general policy 
of efficiency in the postoffice, Nov. 8 
has been designated at “Clean-Up Day’”’ 
in the main office and all sub-stations. 
On that day all employes will be ex- 
pected to clean off desks and renovate 
lockers, removing therefrom all unneo- 
essary personal effects. 


BUILDING FALLS AND NEW

As a result of the collapse of the reg- 
istration polling place of the Seventh 
Precinct of the Fourth Ward at lll to 
1121 North Twelfth street, the Board of 
Election Commissioners will seek a new 
polling place for the election Nov. 8. 

The three-story brick building, which 
is owned by David Lanznar, a_mer- 
chafit, collapsed a week ago Thursday 
night during a heavy wind and rain- 
storm, and was condemned by Building 
Commissioner McKelvey. 

The building was formally used as a 
pork house. The roof in the center and 
on the south side and part of the south 
wall collapsed. The damage to the 
building and to the merchant's goods 
was about $6000, accérding to Lanznar.

We have had the 
for some time now of at least four great armies 
face to face and nothing more coming of it than 
a deadlock.

There 
neither side seems ever to get the slightest ad- 
vantage of the other, and we are told that the 
battle of the Aisne has become a veritable siege.

army, however large, could advance into the 
neutr’! 
to cross it. Both sides have repeatedly tried to 
break through, and they have always failed. One 
need not be a military expert to make a pretty 
shrewd guess as to what will happen. If neither 
army can do anything with the other, and we 
have seen them trying about everything they 
could think of, it must be that they will settle 
down permanently where they are and will re- 
main there until the war ends. If the Russians 
were able to dispose of the German army in the 
east and come down upon the rear of the Ger- 
man army on the Aisne, it could be disposed of 
in turn readily enough, but I trust that nobody 
here is deceiving himself too badly as to the 
probability that the Russians are going to be 
able to do anything of that sort. It seems from 
what I have been able to make of it that about 
all the thing that makes any impression upon 
either side is a shell about as big as a keg, and 
if the war goes on much longer it is supposable 
that one side will be able to throw as many of 
these as the other can, thus rendering them 
equal again. It looks to me as if when every- 
body gets out and fights under proper direction, 
us is virtually the case in Europe, nobody can 
gain much of an advantage. The Germans were 
going right through France before the allies got 
themselves lined up effectively. Since then, ex- 
cept for the allied victory on the Marne, both 
armies have stood one another off, and neither 
is any better or worse off than the other. If 
the same situation developes in the east, where 


- the Germans and Austrians are fighting the Rus- 


sians, the war ought to become ridiculous enough 
for the contending Powers to call it off. With 
no greater damage to anybody’s honor or repu- 
tation than the Kaiser's probable chagrin at 
not having been able to whip all of them, or 
the allies humiliation that seven countries 
couldn’t whip two, it is entirely likely that every- 
body would be glad to quit. The allies have 
intimated that they have no intention of quitting 
until they win, but if it becomes plain that they 


can’t win they will no doubt give it up, how- 


ever reluctantly. Germany is not bearing the 
whole cost of the war. As certain as it is that 
her resources are less than those of her oppo- 
nents, it is still probable that she can keep her 
armies in the fleld for a long time, and that 

ill, I think, be long enough for the purposes 
‘Of peace, at least. It is scarcely credible that 


88 long as she is free from invasion she can 
be reduced to suing for peace because she is 


hungry or because her soldiers are out of pow- 
der and shot. The Germans laugh at that, and 


I believe there is something comical about it. 


Polemarchus: You think, then, that after they 
‘have been deadlocked a while our own good 
“offices in the interest of peace might be agreeable 
to everybody concerned. 

Socrates: Certainly. They all had first to 
find out if they could win, and it was useless to 
talk peace to any of them before they had been 
given time to find that out. You must know that 
it had been a long time since a big war in 
Europe, and there were a great many theories 
to be tested.

SHIPPERS HIT AS 
HARD AS CARRIERS, 
COUNSEL ASSERTS 


Tells Commission in Rate Hear- 
ing Roads Want Public to 
Bear Their Burden. 


By Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.-—‘Tf it is 


right for the Government to shield 
the railroads from the effects of the 


war, if it is right for the Government 
to make good the losses of people in 
different industries, I am going to 
propose a measure that will require 
every hen in Iowa to lay an egg every 
day, and i¢ she fails to do so, that the 
Government shall make up to tho 
owner of that hen the value of the 
egg she did not lay.” 

This statement was made by Clif- 
ford Thorne, counsel for several West- 
ern State Railroad Commissions and 
Shippers’ Associations, in presenting 
the shippers’ side of the case at the 
hearing before the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission on the application 
of Bastern railroads for a general in- 
crease in freight rates. 

The hearings came to an end yes- 
terday and arguments will be heard 
next Week with every indication of 
an early decision by the commission. 
The presentation of the case of the 
opposing shippers occupied less than 
two hours as against five days occu- 
pied by witneses for the carriers. 

Says Depression Hits Shippers. 

Thorne took the position that no busi- 
ness depression had been shown by the 
carriers that did not equally affect ship- 
pers and that the increase would be 
unjust. Counsel for all other shippers 
reported joined in the statement. 

Arguments will begin next Thursday 
morning and probably will be conclud- 
ed Friday. 

The carriers closed their case with 
the testimony of Samuel Rea, preai- 
dent of the Pennsylvania System. His 
statement followed closely the lines of 
previous evidence offered and his cross- 
examination was brief. 

Louis Brandeis, counsel for the com- 
mission, drew Rea’s attention to the de- 
cision of the commission in the original 
5 per cent case, which pointed out its 
inability to see the justice of raising 
rates on freight shipments to conduct 
the passenger traffic shown to be op- 
erated at a deficit. 

“Has anything occurred since that 
ruling which in your opinion justifies 
its modification now?” Brandeis asked. 

“Nothing that I know of,’’ admitted 
Rea. 

“Has there been an increase in your 
labor charges in this period?” 

‘‘Not that I recall’’ 

‘‘Have the prices of railway supplies 
advanced to your knowledge?”’ 

“No” 

Carriers Close Their Case. 

Thorne asked if it were not true that 
the met revenue of the carriers in 1913 
had equaled 7.61 per cent on all out- 
standing stock. Rea admitted the fig- 
ures were correct. Lyon, representing 
coal shippers of Pennsylvania, asked if 
the Pennsylvania system had contem- 
plated any reduction of salaries to offi- 
cers amd employes to meet the emer- 
gency? Rea said he did not believe he 
should discuss the subject, and the ques- 
tion was not pressed. 

The counsel then announced that the 
carriers’ case was closed and Thorne 
took the stand to make his statement. 

In part it was as follows: 

“The.carriers are proposing a 65 per 
cent advance in the freight rates, not 
only in official classification territory, 
but in the thromgh rates between all 
points in this eastern territory and those 
States west of the Mississippi River, 
which I represent. We will pay the ad- 
vances on the raw products moving 
from eastern factories to the West. We 
catch it both ways, coming and going; 
and we are subject to the long hauls. 

“The market pwices of many of our 
staple products are controlled by the 
prices at the Atlamtic Coast less freight 
rates. An advance in our freight rates 
is equivalent to imoving our farms and 
industriés that much farther from mar- 
ket. 

Third Reqauest for Raise. 

“This is the third time American rail- 
roads have sought to force a general 
advance in freight rates. In 1910 they 
Claimed a crisis existed. Instead of a 
crisis, the commission found that to be 
the most prosperous year in the whole 
history of American railroads. In the 
original 6 per cent case, basing their 
claim on the year 1913, the claim of a 
crisis was again made; and you con- 
cluded ‘that there is no crisis in the 
condition of the railroads in official 
Classification territory, taken as a 
whole.’ Now for the third time the rail- 
roads claim there is a Crisis. Today 
they have some foundation for their 
claim. But this emergency, upon which 
the carriers are relying, affects prac- 
tically all of us in the sgme manner. 

“The railroads are asking for a sort 
of war tax; they are asking the Gov- 
ernment to lift the burden off part of 
the community and shift it over to the 
shoulders of othems. They ask the wage 
earner, who has lost his job or had 
his wages reduced, the cotton planter, 
who cannot sell his cotton, and the 
manufacturer, who has been compelled 
to close his shop or reduce his force, 
they ask these men to carry the bur- 
den of the railroad, in addition to their 
own. 

Rates Not the Cause. 

“Freight rates are not the cause of 
the present trogble. The railroads 
have ‘advanced freight rates’ on the 
brain. Whatever alls them, financial 
difficulties, over-capitalization, gen- 
eral depreasion in business, over- 
supply of gold, whatever the cause, 
they have just one remedy—advanced 
freight rates, a sort of cure-all or 
panacea. 

“The carriers claim the present 
emergency will compel them to pay 
a higher interest rate amounting to 
1 or 1% per cent. A substantial in- 
crease in interest charges occurred 
in 1893, 1894 and the latter part of 
1907. On not one of these occasions 
did the carriers advance freight rates 
They met the situation in another 
and wiser manner.

Fund Will Be Used to Prosecute 
Persons Who Fail With 
Swindling Intent. 


80 PER CENT IRREGULAR 


*Adjustment Bureau Official Says 
Majority of Cases Show De- 
liberate Dishonesty.

else to fail if they are wise. The St. 
Louis Association of Credit Men has 
things fixed now so that it is going 
“to be uncomfortable for the 
class of “‘merchants’ ’who 
business for the purpose of failing. 

A fund of $25,000 has been subscribed 
by firms constituting the membership 
of the association, and it is to be used 
for gathering evidence against and 
prosecuting persons who fraudulently 
fail. Every bankruptcy case is to be 
closely scrutinized and if fraud of any 
kind is found to have been committed 
prosecution is to be pushed vigorously. 

Proceedings are to be started against 
not only those who go bankrupt inten- 
tionally and fraudulently, but = aljso 
against those who resort to dishonest 
practices when, despite their good in- 
ientions at the outset, they find them- 
selves confronted by failure. It is not 
going to be safe any more to conceal 
and divert assets and contrive fictitious 
credits. Irregularities of these sorts 
will be prosecuted as vigorously as 
fraudulent bankruptcies. 

Up to this time the adjustment bu- 

“‘reau of the association has had no gen- 
eral fund to draw upon. In some in- 
stances creditors, feeling that some- 
thing was wrong with a particular fail- 
ure, have contributed to a fund for in- 
vestigation and prosecution. In most 
Cases, however, where the losses of the 
creditors did not exceed a few hundred 
dollars, the creditors have concluded 
not to throw good money after bad, 
and crooked bankrupts have gone un- 
punished. 
. The raising of the fund was begun 
several months ago and was completed 
at a banquet of the association Thurs- 
day night. The subscriptions range from 
$100 to $600 and are made by a large 
number of firms. The fund will be 
drawn against in the form of an assess- 
ment whenever money itis needed for 
investigating and prosecuting frauds 
in connection with business failures. 
Charlies D. West, assistant manager of 
the Adjustment Bureau, said if the $25,- 
600 turns out to be insufficient, a larger 
fund will be created. 

St. Louis manufacturers and whole- 
sealers, West says, have lost immense 
sums in the past few years throguh the 
operations of dishonest merchants. A 
campaign is to be started at once to 
drive these frauds out of the city and 
keep others from coming in. 

Irregularities Taint Failures. 

Bighty per cent of the failures, West 
fays, are tained with some _ sort of 
irregularity. In @ per cent, he thinks, 
there is deliberate dishonesty. In 2 

Sper cent there is incompetency, careless- 
ness and poor bookkeeping to a culpable 
degree. Only % per cent of the fail- 
ures, he believes, are perfectly straight. 

The men who go into business with 
the intention of failing contrive to es- 
tablish a line of credit, overbuy, work 
off much of the goods through con- 
federates and then go into bankruptcy. 
This class is comparatively small. A 
greater number go into business with 
honest intentions but find themselves 
unable to make it go and then resort 
to concealing their assets and when 
Pankruptcy comes a list of fictitious 
credits is filed, in the names of rela- 
tives usually, and there is nothing left 
for the real creditors. 

West is to give his entire attention to 
these and other fraudulent practices. 
Violations of the postal laws through 
the making of untrue representations to 
cbtain credit are to be punished. Per- 
sons who file “alse claims are to be 
prosecuted. Perjury charges are to be 
brought against bankrupts who make 
false affidavits as to their obligations. 

The laws, he §*)*: are inadequate for 
the punishwnent of all the offenders. He 
intends also to search out unpaid stock 
eubacriptions. Many stock subscriptions, 
he says, are not paid. Under the law 
the holder of unpaid stock can be com- 
pelled to pay for it, if solvent. Money 
collected in this way will be distributed 
among the creditors. 

Forty per cent of the failures, West 
®ays, are for amounts under $10,000. The 
@Mhers run up to hundreds of thousands 
St. Louls, on account of its size and 

‘commercial advantages, has had more 
‘than its share of mercantile crooked- 
ness, according tb West. His intention 
fa to help legitimate business by clean- 
ing out the crooks. 

The biggest case worked up by West 
was the million-dollar Great Western 
‘ Jobbing house concern, which operated

MONUMENT GIVEN | 


BY U.D.C. WILL BE 
UNVEILED NOV. / 


Zolnay’s Sculptural Tribute to 
Confederacy Crowns 15 Years 
of Women’s Efforts. 


The unveiling of the Confederate Sol- 
diers’ and Sailors’ Monument in Forest 
Park will take place Nov. 7, if George 
Julian Zolnay, the sculptor, completes 
the work by that time. 

The statue, which stands 30 feet high 
and cost $20,000, is the gift of the local 
chapters of the Daughters of the Con- 
federacy to the city. Mayor Kiel will 
‘accept it in the name of St. Louis. 

The unveiling will mark the close of 
the annual State convention of the 
Daughters, which meets at the Planters 
Hotel Nov. 5, 6 and 7. At the unveiling 
will be present many Confederate vet- 
erans, sons and daughters of veterans, 
as well as the genera) public. 

The statue, most of which has arrived 
from Zolnay’s studio, will stand almost 
in the center of the park, near the high 
flagstaff. On the front of the four 
sides in a bronze plate depicting In auto 
relief a Southern home scene at the 
start of the war. 

A life-size figure of a soldier is seen, 
departing for the war, with his wife 
and mother bidding him farewell. His 
daughter waves the Confederate flag. 
Above this is a heroic figure of a 
winged woman, symbolizing ‘‘The Spirit 
of the Confederacy.” 

The unveiling of the monument marks 
the close of 15 years’ labor on the part 
of 500 local Daughters of the Confed- 
eracy to raise the $20.000 required. 

No contributions of large size were 
tendered them, and the bulk of the 
amount was raised chiefly through 
balls, entertainments and other social 
affairs.

Establishment Marks’ Botanical 
Gardens’ 25th Year as City 
Institution.

MANY CURIOS DISPLAYED 
Collection Includes Early Rec- 
ords, Personal Effects and 
an Autograph Album. 


Marking the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the Missouri Botanical (Shaw’s) Gar- 
den as a city institution is the estab- 
lishment of a Henry Shaw Museum, 
located in the country home of Henry 
Shaw, the house with the tower, from 
whence that section of the city derived 
its name—Tower Grove. It contains the 
personal effects, letters, journals, ac- 
count books, portraits and furniture of 
Shaw. 

An interesting collection of letters are 
those written by his sisters, Sarah and 
Caroline Shaw, from their home near 
Rochester, N. Y. Under date of Oct. 26, 
1826, Caroline wrote: 

When my dear brother Henry talks 
of my being too young to think of 
engaging a school, he surely forgets 
that I am in my twenty-first year— 
n great age, certainly, and I do as- 
sure you that I feel quite old-maid- 
ish already, with living in ‘this 
gloomy old mansion. 

April 22, 1827, she writes: 

And, now, my dear brother, I must 
teli you what I before hinted at, 
that I intend opening a school in this 
place tomorrow. {J have rented a 
commodious room in the village for 
$25 a year, and have 16 scholars 
promised to me at $2 per quarter 
each scholar. So you can judge for 
yourself what advantage it will be 
to me, 

Seven months later she writes: 

Do not think, my dear brother, 
that I have turned my affections to 
literary pursuits or that I am so en- 
gaged in my Platonic profession, as 
you call it, as not to find time to 
write to you. There is no danger 
of my turning bDblue-stocking, I as-* 
sure you. 


Autograph Album of Gardens. 
The collections show that “Sister 


Sarah” always wrote to her brother on 
each Christmas day. Tender and af- 
fection mention is made of “our dear 
mother” and of “our father’s business 
transactions.’’ The letters are full of 
quaint expressions. 

Another interesting manuscript is the 
first register, or ‘‘autograph album,” of 
the Garden. On the fly-leaf in Mr. 
Shaw’s writing are the words: ‘Visitors 
to Missouri Botanical (Shaw’s) Garden, 
June, 1873, to ." The first name 
recorded is “James 8S. Thomas, Com- 
missioner of Tower Grove Park.’’ Dur- 
ing the first week there are visitors re- 
corded from Syracuse, N. Y.; Worces- 
ter, Mass.; Kalamazoo, Mich.; St. Jo- 
seph, Mo.; London, Pngland; New Al- 
bany, Ind.; Boston, Lincolnshire, En- 
gland; Boston, Mass.; Waynesburg, O.; 
Fredericksburg, Va.; Vicksburg, Miss.: 
Salem, Mass.; Philadelphia, Pa.: Deca- 
tur, Ill.; New Orleans, La.;: Washing- 
ton, D. C.; Dayton, O., and Atlanta, 
Ga., showing that In the early days the 
Garden was among the showplaces of 
St. Louls. The last names are Miss M. 
Barbour, Quincy; John D. Barbour, 
James Barbour, Lisburn, Ireland, and 
Dr. O'Reilly, under date of Oct. 18, 1887. 
There are inventories and journals, 
cash books, etc., showing that Shaw 
kept an accurate account of his busi- 
ness and personal expenditures. 


An Interesting Footnote. 
An interesting footnote at the close of 


a thick journal from January, 1830, to 
Dec. 31, 1833, reads: “The balance ac- 
count does not balance—after examin- 
ing the personal accounts—and no error 
found—being without partner—is not 
considered necessary to make the trial 
balance.—Henry Shaw.”

With simple ceremonies, the §1,200,000 
Barnes Hospital, King’s highway and 
Euclid avenue, will be dedicated Tues- 
day afternoon. The hospital and the 
Washington University Medical School 
and the Children’s Hospital, both about 
completed, will constitute the most not- 
able group of buildings of the character 


in America. 

The dedicatory address will be maue 

by Bishop BH. R. Hendrix of the South- 
ern Methodist Church, to which the 
hospital belongs. He will also unveil a. 
bronze bust of Robert A. Barnes, donor 
of the college. The Rev. Dr. Samuel 
J. Niccolls, pastor of the Second Pres- 
byterian Church, will speak on behalf 
of the Protestant denominations of St. 
Louis. The opening prayer will be by 
the Rev. Dr. James W. Lee, presiding 
elder of the St. Louis district. 
Washington University will ba repre- 
sented by Dr. George Dock, medical di- 
rector, and President Robert S& Brook- 
ings. The trustees, 8S. M. Kennard, 
Murray Carleton and Lon V. Stephens, 
will make a report. 
It is probable that more elaborate 
ceremonies will be held at a later date, 
to which the leading medical men and 
scientists of Europe and America will 
be bidden. 


Let Bequest Grow. 
Robert A. Barnes died in 1892: He be- 
queathed about $1,000,000 for hospital 
purposes, directing that half of it be ex- 


that the balance should constitute an 
endowment. As a hospital commensu- 
rate with Barnes’ intentions could not 
be erected for the sum bequeathed and 


to postpone construction until a greater 
fund had been created by investment. 
The delay has enabled the erection of 


$1,000,000. 


000,000. The construction of the hospital 
hes required two years. 

The hospital will be under the direction 
of the Southern Methodist Church, but 
will be affiliated with Washington TUni- 
versity, which will furnish the clinic 
znd the medical staff. The hospital staff 
will consist of the university faculty. 
The hospital building is four stories 
in height, with four wings projectiyig 
toward the south. On the west is the 
private room pavilion, containing pa- 
tients’ aingle private rooms and roms 
en suite with bath. The next wing con- 
tains the surgical wards. The thin sec- 
tion has administrative offices, quarters 
for the resident medical staff on the 
second and third floors and lecture 
rooms for the mediaal department on 
the top floor. In the rear of the hospital 
is a service building and an operating 
pavilion. The initial capacity of the 
hospital is about 300 beds. The entire 
group of buildings covers am area of 
acres. 


Tunnels Between Buildings. 

All of the buildings of the group are 
connected by tunnels. There is a pram- 
enade a block long on 4he roof of the 
hospital building, wheré convalescent: 
can take the air. There are also roof 
gardens and sun parlors. 

The buildings are perfect in their san- 
tary and hygienic construction and 
equipment, and are absolutely fireproof 
The floors are of marble, tile andi glass 

Robert A. Barnes was a banker and 
business man. He was an Episcopalian 
and his wife was a Catholic, but he 
chose to make his bequest to the South- 
ern Methodist Church. 

S. M. Kennard, one of the trustees, 
who is confined to his bed, was asked 
through a member of his family to wha‘ 
extent the hospital would be free. The 
answer he sent was that this could nor 
be determined until the hospital is run- 
ning. Nobody who is able to pay wouli 
be treated free. Those who were not 
able to pay would be taken if possible.

RIPLEY ADVOCATES 


GUNTROL OF ROADS 
UN REGIONAL PLAN 


Sante Fe Head Would ‘‘Group”’ 
Systems Under Boards Hav- 
ing Pederal Representation. 


KANSAS CITY Mo., Oct. 24.—Estab- 
lishment of railway ‘“‘groups,’’ somewhat 
after the manner of regional reserve 
banks, each group to be governed by a 
board of directors on which the Gov- 
ernment would be represented, was 
urged as the solution of the problem of 
railroad operation by E. P. Ripley, pres- 
ident of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe Railway, in an address before the 
Knife and Fork Club here tonight. Rip- 
ley said the idea was his own and he 
did not know whether his own board 
of directors would approve it. 

‘The present system of management 
cannot last—it almost may be said to 
have broken down already,” said Rip- 
ley. “But Government ownership is not 
the solution. No one can point to any 
business enterprise successfully and eco 
nomically conducted by the waver 
ment.”’ 

Ripley pointed to the number of lux- 
uriously appointed trains leaving the 
same terminals for the same destina- 
tions, at the same hour, daily. He urged 
co-operation that some of this competi- 
tion might be eliminated and consequent- 
ly the ‘‘waste involved’’ reduced. 

“With the Government having one or 
more seats on railway boards and the 
power of absolute veto, all economies, 
incident to common ownership, might be 
practiced,” he said, “and at the same 
time the rights of the public would be 
preserved.” 

“To me it is clear that the present 
system, under which private individ- 
uals are expected to provide the cash, 
while a group of lawyers at Washing- 
ton furnish the management out of their 
own theories, cannot possibly continue. 
Something certainly will have to be done 
very soon.”

It has seemed as though each day must see the 
culmination of the titanic efforts of the two great armies. 

The shops of Paris, which have been doing a good deal of business 
since the first of the month, are nearly empty again, while the crowds 
have increased around the newspaper offices, discussing in low tones the 
fragments of news posted on the bulletin boards.

The crowd is greatest at the headquarters of the Military Governor 
of Paris in the Boulevard des Invalides, where the official announcements 
are issued. The people gather also at the Villette gate, through which 
runs the main highway toward the north, to see the dispatch bearers 
arriving in motor cars or on motorcycles.

No one can sit in a courtroom day aft- 
er day and watch a woman who looks 
far more innocent than many of one’s 
acquaintances, and is at all events & 
delicately bred woman, tried for her life, 
without being revolted at the bare 
thouglLt of her conviction—I was almost 
about to say innocent or guilty—but cer- 
tainly unless self-confessed and without 
excuse. 

Mr. Graham might have spared us 
the sobs in his voice, for what he said 
in conclusion was terrible enough and 
would have been more effective § de- 
livered with simple gravity. He had re- 
minded the jury of their duty, of the ad- 
monition they had received before the 
case began-—that they were to decide 
upon the evidence alone; and then asked 
them if they realized their responsibility 
in deciding whether or not they would 
convict an innocent woman. 

“There are two roads out of this court- 
room, gentlemen of the jury,” he said.

It was then that Mrs. Carman, who had 
sat perfectly still, with her usual re. 
markable poise of body and head, and I 


might add of mind, broke down and wept 


And I should 
think that she would have done more 
than weep. 


A Haunting Picture. 
It was a grewsome picture Mr. Gra- 
ham conjured up, and one likely to haunt 
Mrs. Carman for many months to come; 
haunt all the rest of us, for that mat- 
ter. It came unexpectedly, and Mrs. 
Carman’s hand went up convulsively to 
her face. 
It was the general opinion of those to 
whom I spoke that no jury could convict 
Mre. Carman on the flimsy evidence 
against her. I thought when listening to 
the testimony, and afterward when turn- 
ing it over, that I was as deeply im- 
pressed as possible, but certainly Mr.

When Doubtful of Cargo, Hold 
Up U. S. Ships, British Order 


WASHINGTON, Oct. &—The British 
Government has instructed its naval 
commanders to hold up and examine the 
papers of all American vessels when 
there is the least doubt concerning their 
destination. If the ship’s papers in- 
dicate that the cargo may eventually 
reach Germany or Austria-Hungary, the 
naval commanders have been ordered to 
convoy the ship to the nearest British 
port, where the question at issue will 
be threshed out before a prize court 
or where the ship owners will be en- 
abled to make a satisfactory etplana- 
tion.

TRENCH RELIEF SYSTEM 


Germans Have Arrangement by 
Which Defenders Get Inter- 
val of Quiet. 


(By German Wireless via Sayville, N. Y.) 

BERLIN, Oct. %.—Heavy fog along the 
entire left wing has interrupted small 
orms «engagements jn the last few days. 
The big guns continue to use the range 
@ready found. 

I have visited every important point 
on the left and the center at certain 
points. ’ 

The German Lieutenant-General com- 
manding showed me the greatest cour- 
tesy, personally accompanying me and 
showing details of the position during 
the lull caused by the fog. 

We went 40 yards beyond the ad- 
vance line of the German trenches and 
within 300 yards of the French trenches, 
where there are bomb-proof wire en- 
tanglements. 

The sleeping quarters of earth-covered 
logs look like permanent fortifications. 
Such magnificent permanent structures 
were perhaps never before built for 
merely temporary field works. 
Aeroplane scouting has created new 
prqblems in defensive and offensive 
works. Everything must be covered 
with branches. 

Verdun Is Doomed. 
Nothing can withstand the Austrian- 
German heavy guns, as the taking of 
Antwerp proved. Verdun is doomed to 
fall. 

I visited a certain position after the 
German bombardment. The destruction 
wrought by the big guns is inconcelva- 
ble. Every structure was burned, the 
entire defensive works were absolutely 
demolished. Holes 10 feet deep and 15 
feet wide were caused by one great 
shell. 

I passed town after town in France, 
absolutely wiped out by shell fire. Occa- 
sionally one was untouched, where the 
enemy had not occupied a position on re- 
treat. 

I talked with many inhabitants. All 
said the German soldiers behaved well, 
paying for supplies taken from individ- 
vals. 

The contrast of the heavy hand laid 
on France and Belgium with the con- 
ditions in Luxemburg was dramatically 
marked. I spent one day in Luxem- 
burg. Everyone was thanking God that 
they did not resist the passage of the 
German troops. There is no German 
garrison or encampment and everything 
is absolutely normal. 

Symapthy Is Divided. 

Luxemburg is half German and half 
French in sympathy, but all agree that 
submission was best, and the Germans 
pride themselves on the outcome, show- 
ing they meant Luxemburg no harm. 
They say Belgium would now be at 
peace with the world had it not resisted 
German transit and intrigued with En- 
gland. 

Luxemburg is thriving on the war and 
has Increased its commerce tn the con- 
quereé parts of France. 

The first question asked invariably 
is, ‘““When will the war end?” 

German conditions along the entire 
line are amasingly perfect. Hospitals 
are wonderful. Prisoners who are 
wounded have the same treatment as 
Germans. There is a splendid system of 
relieving men in trenches for a regular 
complete rest. The older reservists 
guard the communications of the bri- 
gades. Business-lfke determination ts 
shown everywhere, along the front and 
behind the lines.

PETROGRAD, Oct. M—The following 


official communication was issued by 
general headquarters tonight: 
“Our ‘troops beyond the Vistula are 


pressing the armies of the enemy in re- 
treat. North of the Pilitsa River the 
Germans are offering only feeble resist- 
ance. They have been driven back as 
far as Ekierniewice. 

“South of the Pilitza, on the roads to 
Radom, we have forced the Austro- 
German troops to engage in a serious 
battle. 

“On Oct. 38 the fighting line extended 
# versts (26 miles). At certain points 
the engagements took on the charac- 
ter of hand-to-hand encounters. 

“In the forest around Radom several 
of our infantry regiments successfully 
carried out bayonet attacks. At other 
points we have taken prisoners and 
rapid firers. 

“Above the River Iljakna the Aus- 
trian troops are seeking again to estab- 
lish themselves on the Vistula, but our 
troops have crossed the river and are 
cffering strong opposition. 


Five Companies Captured. 

“Along the River San and south of 
Przemsyl desperate engagements con- 
tinue, but the advantage is with our 
troops, who have here made thousands 
of prisoners. In taking the heights of 
Tytchentza, south of Jarosliau, we have 
made prisoners of five Austrian compa- 
nies. 

“In repulsing an attack of the enemy 
against our corps operating south of 
Przemysl we have captured 600 pris- 
oners and nine rapid-firers. The left 
wing of that corps, taking the offensive, 
made & number of prisoners and cap- 
tured a quantity of arms and caissons. 
A column of the enemy which occupied 
Stry has been dispersed. A thousand 
prisoners were taken. 

‘There is nothing to report from Bast 
Prussia.” 

Petrograd is agiow with official reports 
Of the recent successes of the Russian 
arms—the repulse of the Germans at 
Warsaw and. in the vicinity of Ivan- 
gorod, fresh captures of prisoners and 
the precipitate flight of the Austrians. 

The military authorities, however, 
instead of resting in a sense of security 
or magnifying the importance ef the 
German retreat, are preparing now fer 
the anticipated attempt of the Germans 
to resume the aggressive in the neigh- 
borhood where they were stopped. 
Hence Russian retnforcements and am-

Warsaw Ready for Germense. 

Without minimizing the effect of the 
German failure, the authorities called 
the recent repulse not so much a de 
cisive engagement as a necessary Ger- 
man retreat to avold a Russian out- 
flanking movement. 

Warsaw and Ivangorod, therefore, 
are ready for any attempt on the part 
of the Germans to return. Such & 
movement is expected shortly. 

Dispatches from Grand Duke Nicho- 
las, commander-in-chief of the Russian 
forces In the field, which usually are 
conservative, now declare that the 
struggie south of Preemys! ts of great 
intensity, and show that the center of 
activity for the mement shifted to the 
south ward.

GERMANS FIRE BIG ‘GROWLER’ TO SHOW CORRESPONDENT HOW GUN WORKS 


HEROIC DEFENDERS 
UF A FRENGH FOR! 
HUNORED BY GAPIGRD 


Camp des Romains Survivors Fought Until 
Smoke and Gases Directed Into Citadel Over- 
came Them—"“Have You Had Enough?” 
Germans Asked. “No” They Replied—Cor- 
respondent Describes Big Guns in Operation. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

WITH THE GERMAN ARMY, before Metz, Sept. 30, by courier 
to Holland and mail to New York.—tThe correspondent of the As- 
sociated Press, on a five-days’ trip to the front, saw at St. Benoit, 
France, a party of some 300 French prisoners, waiting outside 
headquarters. They were all fine young fellows, in striking con- 
trast to the elderly reservist type which predominates in the Ger- 
man prison camps. ‘They were evidently elite troops of the line 
and were treated almost with deference by their guards, a detach- 
ment of bearded landwehr men from South Germany, 

They were the survivors of the garrison of Fort Camp des Romans 
(Roman Camp), who had put up such a desperate and spirited defense 
as to win the whole-hearted admiration and respect of the German officers 


and men. 
Their armored turrets and cemented bastions, although constructed 


after the best rules of fortifications of a few years ago, had been battered 
about their ears in an unexpectedly short time by German and Austrian 
siege artillery. Their guns had’ been silenced and trenches were pushed 
up by an overwhelming force of pioneers and infantry to within five 
yards of their works vtefore they retreated from the advance intrench- 
ments to the casemates of the fort. Here they maintained a stout resist- 
ance and refused every summons to a surrender. 

Hand grenades were brought up, bound to a backing of boards and 
exploded against the openings into the casements, filling these with showers 
of steel splinters. Pioneers, creeping up to the dead angle of the case- 
ments, where the fire of the defenders could not reach them, directed 
smoke tubes and stinkpots against apertures in the citadel, filling the 
rooms with suffocating smoke and gases. 


Defenders Are Unable to Lift Rifles. 


“Have you had enough?” they were asked after the first smoke treat- 


ment. 

“No,” was the defiant answer. 

The treatment was repeated a second and a third time, the response 
to the demand for surrender each time growing weaker, until finally the 
defenders were no longer able to raise their rifles and the fort was taken. 
When the survivors of the plucky garrison were able to march out, re- 
vived by the fresh air, they found their late opponents presenting arms 
before them in recognition of their gallant stand. They were granted 
the most honorable terms of surrender. Their officers were allowed to 
retain their swords and on their march toward an honorable captivity 
“sey were greeted everywhere with expressions of respect and admiration. 

His five-day trip to the front has taken the correspondent through 
“ne German fortresses of Mianz, Saarbruecken and Metz, through the fron- 
wer regions between Metz and the French fortress line from Verdun to 
Toul, in the actual battery positions from which German and Austrian 
heavy artillery were pounding their eight and 12 inch shells into the 
French barrier forts and into the rinks of the French field army, which 
has replaced the crumbling fortifications of steel and cement with ramparts 
of flesh and blood. 


Like a Great Industrial Undertaking. 


Hiw impressions at the end are those of some great industrial un- 
derta,‘ing, with powerful machinery in full operation and with supply 
trains bringing up the raw materials for fabrication, rather than of war 


as it is commonly pictured. 

From a point of observation on a 
hillside above St. Mihiel. the great bat- 
tlefield on which a German army has 
been endeavoring to break through the 
line of barrier forts between Verdun 
and Toul and the opposing French 
forces could be surveyed in its en- 
tirety. In the foreground lay the level 
valley of the Meuse with the towns 
of St. Mihiel and Bannoncour nestling 
upon the green landscape. Beyond and 
behind the valley rose a tier of hills 
on which the French oostinately held 
an intrenched position, checking the 
point of the German wedge, while 
French forces from north and south 
beat upon the sides of the triangle try- 
ing to force it back across the Meuse 
and out from the vitals of the French 
fortress line. 

Bursting of shells threw up their 
columns of white or black fog around 
the edge of the panorama. Cloud- 
lets of white smoke here and there 
showed where a position was being 
brought under shrapnel fire. An oc- 
ecasional aeroplane could be picked 
out, hovering over the lines, but the 
infantry and the field battery posi- 
tions could not be discerned even 
with high-power field glasses, so 
cleverly had the armies taken cover. 
The uninitiated observer would have 
almost believéd this to be a deserted 
landscape rather than a scene of a 
‘@reat battle, which, if successful for 
the Germans, would force the main 
French army to retreat from its in- 
trenched positions along the Aisne 
River. 

About three miles away, across the 
Meuse, a quadrangular mound of 
black, plowed-up earth on the hill- 
tide marked the location of Fort 
Les Paroches, which had been silenced 
by the German motars. Camp des 
Romans, #0 named because the Ro- 
man tegionsa, centuries aro, selected 
this site fer a strategic encampment, 
had been stormed by Bavarian in- 
fantry twe days earlier, after its

Aflillery officers stated that 
Fort Lionville, 15 miles to the south 
and out of range of vision, was then 
practically silenced, only one of its

Usually they were so skillfully 
masked and concealed by woods or 
blended with the hillsides that nothing 
out of the ordinary was apparent, in 
striking contrast to the exposed position 
of the forts at the recently visited fort- 
ress Of Liege, which advertised their 
presence from the skyline of the encom- 
passing hills and fairly invited bom- 
bardment., 

The country as far as the frontier 
town of Gorze seemed bathed in abso- 
lute peace. No troops were seen, rare- 
ly were automobiles of the general staff 
encountered and men and women were 
working in the fields and vineyards as 
‘f war were a million miles away instead 
of only next door. 

Heel Prints of the War. 

Beyond Gorze, however, the road lead- 
ing southwest through Chambley, St 
benoit and Vigneuillles to St. Mihiel was

Field Kitchen Factor in War. 

Headquarters guard here was com- 
posed of a company of infantry. The 
company’s field kitchen, the soup boiler 
and oven on wheels, which the German 
army copied from the Russians and 
which the soldiers facetiously and af- 
fectionateely call their ‘‘goulash can- 
non,’’ had that day, the captain stated, 
fed 970 men, soldiers of his own and 
passing companies, headquarters at- 
taches wounded and a detachment of 
French prisoners. 

Experienced officers still rank the 
field kitchen with the sturdy legs of the 
‘infantry, the German heavy artillery 
and the aviation corps as four of the 
most important factors in the showing 
made by the German armies. 

Beyond St. Benoit and Gote Lorraine 
a range of wooded hills running north 
and south along the east bank of the 
Meuse rises in steepled, terraced slopes 
several hundred feet from the frontier 
plain, interposing a natural rampart 
of fortresses beyond the Meuse. The 
successive rows of trenches, permitting 
line above line of infantry to fire 
against an advancing enemy. 

Struggle to Gain Heights. 
For days a desperate struggle was 


which was imperative for the German 
campaign against the line of fortresses. 

Germans do not mention the extent of 
their loses in any particular action, but 
it was admitted and evident that it had 
cost a high price to storm those steep 
slopes and win a position in the woods 
crowning the range from which their 
batterier could be directed against the 
French forts. 

Vigneulilles, a village at the foot of 
the hillside, shot into ruins by artillery 
and with every standing bit of house- 
wall scarred with bullet marks from 
the hand-to-hand conflicts which had 
swayed to and fro in its streets, was 
typical of all the little stones-bduilt 
towns serving as outposts to this nat- 
ural fortress which had been the scene 
of embittered attacks and counter at- 
tacks before the German troops ceuld 
fight their way up the hillsides. 

Surprise of the War. 

The combat still Is raging (at the end 
of September) from north and south 
against the segment of this range cap- 
tured by the Germans. The French, 
massing their troops by forest paths 
from Verdun and Toul, throw them 
against the Germans in desperate en- 
deavors to break the lines which protect 
the sites for the German siege artillery, 
heavy mortars of 8% and 16-inch call- 
ber and an Intermediate-sized type, and 
the Austrian automobile batteries of 
12-inch slege guns. 

The correspondent had no opportunity 
to inspect at close range the 16% range 
guns—‘growlers” of Liege, Namur and 
other fortresses which Krupp and the 
German army uncovered as the sur- 
priee of this war. They could be heard 
even from Mets, speaking at five- 
minute tntervals. A battery of them, 
dug into the ground so that only the 
gun muszles projected above the pits, 
wes observed in action at a distance of 


‘sipput o halt mile, the flash ef Same 


being visible even at that distance. 

Their small sisters were less coy. A 
dismounted battery of the intermediate 
caliber, details of which are not for 
publication, was encountered by the 
roadside, awaiting repairs to the heavy 
traction engine in whose train it trav- 
eled in sections along the country roads. 
while the German 8%-inch (21 centi- 
metre) and the Austrian 12-inch (30.5 
centimetre) batteries were seen in ac- 
tion. 

Battery Hid in the Woods. 

The heavy German battery lay snugly 
hid in a wod on the rolling heights of 
the Cote Lorraine. Better off than the

covered, although French aviators had 
located all sister batteries, all of which 
had suffered loss from shrapne! shell. 

Here and there along the roadside 
through the Cote Lorraine were graves 
with rude crosses and penciled inscrip- 
tions. At the western edge of the for- 
est the battle panorama of the Meuse 
Valley suddenly opened out, the hills 
falling away again steeply to the level 
valley bed. The towns below St. Mihtel 
and Bannoncour seemed absolutely de- 
serted, not a person being visible even 
around the large barracks in the latter 
town. 

While the little party of officers and 
spectators, Including the correspondent, 
were watching the artillery duel on the 
far horizon or endeavoring to pick out 
the infantry positions, a shrapnel sud- 
denly burst directly before them, high 
in the alr. There was a general stir, 
the assumption being that the French 
had taken the group on the hillsides for

Target at Six-Mile Range. 

A 10-mile ride southward led to the 
position of the Austrian 12-inch battery. 
The two guns this time were planted by 
the side of the road, screened only in 
front by a little wood, but exposed to 
view from both sides, the rear and 
above. For this greater exposure the 
battery had pald correspondingly, sev- 
eral of its men having been killed or 
wounded by hostile fire. Here, as in 
the German batteries, the war-work in 
progress went on with a machine-like 
regularity, and absence of spectacular 
features, more characteristic of a roll- 
ing mill than a battle. The men at the 
guns went through their work with the 
deftness and absence of confusion of 
high-class mechanics. The heavy shells 
were rolled to the guns, hoisted by a 
chain winch to the breech opening and 
discharged in uninteresting succession, 
a short pause coming after each shot 
until the telephonic report from the ob- 
Bervation stand was received. 


The battery ahd been firing all day 
at Fort Lionville range, $,400 metres, 
and the battery commander was then 
endeavoring to put out of action the 
only gun turret which still answered 
the fire. The task of finding this com- 
paratively minute target, # or BW feet 
in diameter, at a range of six miles, 
was being followed with a minute ac- 
curacy which promised eventual suc- 
cess. 

Shella Snarl apd Scream. 

The shells from these guns snarl on 
their course with a characteristic 
minute-long shriek which seems to 
come from the shell itself screaming on 
toward its destination.

previous letter. 
Germans Use Old Weapons. 
“This circular seems to have been 
prompted more by necessity than Dy 
habits of economy, for im the recent 
fighting both gun and rifle ammuni- 
tion of old pattern has been found 
in trenches evacuated »y the enemy, 
on their dead and on prisoners. 
Among the latter are some mauser 
cartridges, similar to those used by 
the Boers in the South African War.” 
The narrative then quotes from 
pamphlets dropped by German airmen, 
summoning the French to surrender on 
the ground that they are only pulling 
chestnuts out of the fire for the English. 
“Apart from these endeavors to in 
fluence the enemy,” it Continues, “news 
of a sort is disseminated among the Ger- 
man soldiers by means of a specia! mil!

The Missouri Supreme Court, sitting 
en banc at Jefferson City last night, 
decided that the Journal of the Mis- 
sourt House of Representatives was in 
error in recording that the blanket bal- 
lot law was passed by a constitutional 
majority during the last session. As a 
matter of fact, the Sypreme Court held, 
the bill received only 70 votes, lacking 
two of.the necessary majority, but by 
some blunder was recorded as enacted. 

In consequence, a permanent man- 
damus Was granted against the St. Lohis 
Board of Election Commissioners, for- 
bidding them to employ, in the election 
on Nov. 8, the proposed blanket ballots, 
on which the tickets of all parties would 
be printed in a single sheet, and com- 
manding the use of the old-style rib- 
bon ballots, in which the ticket of each 
party is printed on a separate sheet. 

The suit which led to this decision was 
filed a few days ago at the instance of 
John Schmoll, ¢hairman of the Repub- 
lican City Committee, who contended 
that as the House has 142 members and 
as only 70 votes were cast for the blan- 
ket ballot bill, it failed to become a 
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This fact later was admitted by the At- 
torney-General’s office. 

By handing down its decision last 
night, the Supreme Court gaved S8St. 
Louis a needless expense of $5000 for 
printing ballots, which later would have 
proved invalid. : 

Chief Justice Lamm wrote the major- 
ity opinion, Justices Brown, Faris, Bond 
and Walker concurring. Justices Graves 
and Woodson dissented. The opinion, in 
part, is as follows: 

“By the solemn admission of the At- 
torney-General that part of the Journal 
of the House devoted to the constitution- 
al purposes In hand shows that the bill 
did not receive a constitutional majority. 
No criticism can weaken, no analysis 
shake, no reasoning overthrow, that 
monumental fact. 

“The declaration of the Journal that

WILL MARK ROUTE 


OF LINCOLN WAY 


Anniversary of Dedication of 


~ywys-Continent Highway to 
Be Celebrated Oct. 31. 


DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 24.—A blaz- 
ing line of bonfires will mark a path 
of flame across the continent on the 
night of Oct. $1, when the cities and 
towns all along the 3400-mile route 
of the Lincoln Highway will celebrate 
the successful completion of a year 
of progress.

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COSTLY PROPOSITION 
TO ALTER MOTOR CAR 


Most people have but the vaguest ides 
of the tremendous amount of prepara- 
tory werk and attendant expense in- 
volved in the production of a new-model 
motor éar. 

The public is at a loss perhaps to 
understand why, in these days, changes 
in design and construction are seldom 
radical. It perceives that most cars 
adhere pretty closely, in their new 
models, to what has become, to them, 
standard design. Motor-car makers who 
produce, in their own plants, all the 
essential parts ofr their cars have big 
investments in machinery equipment; 
and what may appear to the casua)] ob- 
server to be minor changes in construc- 
tion, oft@n nécessitate costly changes In 
plant equipment and operations. For 
that reason many manufacturers prefer 
to avoid radical alterations in their 
cars. 

As an instance, the Bight-Cylinder 
Cadillac recently announced—a distinct 
departure from any previous American 
design—mecessitated an investment of 
approximately half a million dollars in 
new machinery, tools, jigs, dies, fix- 
tures, and other equipment. This in- 
vestment, of course, will be spread over 
the production of thousands of cars and 
probably for a long period of time. 

The new type of cylinder biock and 
new shape crankcase demanded huge 
milling machines, different from those 
the Cadillac had used in the production 
of previous models. The same was true 
of the machines which cut the bevel 
vears in the rear axle. The teeth on 


the driving pinion and the large differ- 
ential gear in the new car are of the 
helical type, which could not be formed 
with the equipment. previously used. 
There are many other tnstances where 
new equipment was necessary, each 
calling for an additional expenditure. 

In the light of these facts, it can 
readily be understood why many manu- 
facturers prefer to follow their own 
standard Aesigns and avoid radical 
changes. 


TESTS. ELECTRIC STARTER 


-An exhaustive test of an electric start- 
er for automobiles is now under way 
by J. B.. Murphy, a cigar salesman of 
Minneapolis and St. Paul. His dally 
route’ carries him thropgh the Twin 
Cities and adjacent districts and the 
constant stopping and starting to which 
a city saleman’s car is subjected is sure 
to bring out any Inherent weakness in 
either power plant or starting system.

FAILS, CONGRESS: 
ENDS LONG SESSION 


House Members Agree to Give) 
Relief Legislation Right of 
Way on Reconvening. 


Z 


“WASHINGTON. Oct. 4.—After nearly 
19 months of continuous session since’ 
the inauguration of’ Woodrow Wlison, 


the sixty-third Congress adjourned its 
second session today after a collapse 
of prolonged efforts to procure relief 
legislation for cotton-growers. Leaders 
in this movement agreed to adjourn, 
however, only on the condition that 
pending cotton relief? measures would 
have right of way in the House when 
Congress reconvenes Dec. 7. 

Not more than 50 members of the 
House and less than a quorum of the 
Senate were in attendance when the 
gavels fell on adjournment today. The 
end was accomplished through the 
passage of a concurrent resolution end- 
ing the session-at 4 o’clock in the after- 
noon, but clocks were ‘turned ahead, 
actual adjournment In the House taking 
place at 3:22 and in the Senate at.3:27. 

Clark Makes Short Talk. 

As the altered hands of the House 
clock drew near 4, while the Senate was 
winding up executive business, Speaker 
Clark arose at hi# desk and, facing the 
scattered attendance on the floor. said:. 

‘‘This is the longest and most labo- 
rious session that Congress ever has 
known. I congratulate you most heart- 
ily on being able to adjourn at last. I 
wish to thank every member of the 
House—-Democrat, Republican, Progres- 
swe and Independent—for uniform 
courtesy shown to the Speaker. Now, 
in the language of ‘Tiny Tim,’ ‘God 
bless us every one!’ ” 

The Senate adjournment was probably 
the most undemonstrative in its history. 
Democratic leaders and a few Repub- 
iicans were sitting behind closed doors 
confirming nominations when word 
came that the House had carried out 
adjournment resolution. Senator 
Kern, the majority leader, at once 
moved to onen the doors. When this 
was ordered the doorkceper hurriedly 
set the clock ahead and Senator Swan- 
son of Virginia, presiding in fhe ab- 
sence of the Vice President and Prest- 
dent Protempore Clark, annownced that 
the Senate was adjourned, 

Senators who had remained for the 
finish hurriedly left the chamber. 

Plan Fight Next Sea«astion. 

In announcing the -abandonment of 
their filibuster for cotton legislation, 
following a «conference held early in the 
day, Senator Hoke Smith of Georgia 
ond Representative Henry of Texas said 
it was apparent that no quorum could 
be procured for consideration of cotton 
legislation at this time and that further 
filibustering might injure chances of 
ultimate success, . 

Representative Henry expressed his 
conviction that Congress would be con- 
vened in extraordinary session by the 
middie of November, when the fight 
could be resumed. Senator Smith intro- 
duced a bill for a $250,000,000 Govern- 
ment bond issue to buy cotton. 

“We have done all we could for the 
suffering people of the South,”’ he said. 
“We have had our day in court for this 
session and I would have no excuse for 
further filibustering at this time. I 
shall feel that I have done my duty by 
simply voting against this adjournment 
resolution.” 


The House adopted a resolution au- 


thorizing the appointment of a commit- 
tee to investigate cotton conditions in 
the South - and to report possible 
measures for Federal aid by Dec. 15. 
On the committee were Representatives 
Mann, ,Austin, Henry, Lever, Heflin, 
Bell of Georgia and Langley. 
No November Session. 

With the return of President Wilson 
from Pittsburg tonight it became known 
that predictions made in the House 
earlier in the day that Congress would 
be convened in extra session in Novem- 
ber to consider cotton relief legislation 
were not made on the authority of Mr. 
Wilson. Officials close to the Presi- 
dent said he would not call an extra 
session. 

The program for the December ses- 
sion will include the regular appropria- 
tion bills, the Philippine bill, remain- 
ing bills of Secretary Lane’s conserva- 
tion program and the ship bill. To this 
program now will be added cotton leg- 
islation, - 

The President, it is known, definitely, 
will not call an extra session next spring 
unless some emergency arises. He 
plans to leave Washington after the 
adjougnmént in March to open officially 
the Panama Canal and the San Fran- 
cisco Exposition, 


DESERTION RATE IN U. S. 
ARMY LOWEST ‘ON RECORD 


Laws Passed by Congre:., Mak- 
ing Punishment Light Are 


S@id to Aid Service. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. &—Desertions 
in the United States army last year 
were lower by many hundreds than ever 
before in its history, according to the 
annual report today of Judge Advocate- 
General E. H. Crowder. The records 
showed a rate of desertion of 3.1 per 
cent, but deducting the number of cases 
which proved upon investigation to have 
been erroneously included, of soldiers 
who had simply overstayed their leaves, 
the actual percentage was only 2.4. 

This low rate ig attributed in large 
part to the beneficent legislation by Con- 
gress mitigating the treatment of de- 
serters and other military offenders. 
Gen. Crowder declares that his study of 
the subject has convinced him that it 
is not practicable for either Congress or 
the War Department to do much moré 
than @lready has been done by way of 
mitigating service conditions as a means 
of limiting and controlling desertions.’ 
The causes of the desertion, he be- 


lieves, now lie principally outside of the '

Realty Men Differ in Opin- 
ions Regarding How, Who 


and What Should Be As-' 


sessed Before Gigantic Im- 
provement Is C: mmenced 
—Some Favor Taxing En- 
tire City, Others, a Special 
Downtown District. 


ALL AGREE IT WILL 
BE BENEFIT TO CITY 


Cost of Construction Cannot 
Be Charged to City Treas- 
ury Alone, but Must Be 
Made Partly by a Special 
Levy, Against a Certain 
District, or Through a 
Bond Issue. 


The Central Parkway is now the chief 


topic of discussion among realty men 


and large owners of downtown property. 
With few exceptions, these business men 
regard the parkway, now practically as- 
sured, as the most import: int change to 
be made in the downtown district within 
a generation. Not even the lgcating of 
the City Hall or the erection of the 
Railway Exchange Building has had 
such an effect on realzy and business 
conditions, the busineg’s men believe, as 
the park strip from Twelfth street te 
Grand avenue, cavering the blocks now 
‘lying between ‘Chestnut and Market 
streets, Lawton avenue and Pine streets, 
will have. 

In view of the importance of the im- 
provement, and/of its large prospective 
cost, Phere is much discussion of the 
manner in which it should be paid for, 
ta assure justice and fairness to all in- 
terests involved. 

Several prominent real estate owners 
and experts on realty conditions, inter- 
viewed by the real estate editor of the 
Post-Dtspatch, expressed opinion that 
the entire city should, if possible, pay 
for the improvement, rather than leave 
it to the assessment of a surrounding 
district. 

The understanding, however, is that 
che cost cannot be charged solely 
against the city treasury, and that the 
‘mprovement will have to be paid for 
at least partly by a district, made up of 
surrounding property. The boundaries 
ot this district, it is anticipated, will be 
fixed by three commissioners appointed 
by the Circuit Court. 

Cella Is Ready to, Contribute. 

Louls A. Cella, whose downtown hold- 
‘ngs include the American Hotel, Amer- 
‘can Theater and Annex Hotel, the Co- 
lumbia Theater Building and the Cen- 
tral National Bank Building, said: 

“The Central Parkway will give St. 
Louis a great impetus. It will benefit 
the entire downtown district, and any- 
thing that benefits all downtown proper- 
ty benefits the entire city. I would like 
to see the city pay for the improvement, 
hut if this is not feasible, I think a large 
district should be formed, to include 
hoth residence and business districts. I 
am willing to pay my proportion of the 
cost."’ 

Adrian O. Rule of the Kilgen-Rule 
Real Estate Co., who is an enthusiast 
for the Parkway, declared it would be 
not merely an improvement, but a re- 
generation, for the downtown district, 
and he said that a wide district should 
be formed for the special tax assess- 
ment. “I should like to be on the com- 
mission of benefits and damages,” 
declared. ‘I would try to see that the 
city, or the district which pays the 
special tax, is not imposed on in the 
matter of condemning property. My 
idea would be to pay for the property 
condemned on the assessed valuation, 
plus ebout two-thirds, as the property 
is supposed to be assessed on a 60 per 
cent valuation. Another thing to use 
as a criterion of the prices to be paid 
is the record of real estate transactions 
in the district im the last few years. 
Between the Assessor's record and the 
record of actual sales in the district, 
it should be possible to make a settle- 


_ ment fair to all.”’ 


Reynolds Favors City to pay fer It. 

Matt G. Reynolds, former Circuit 
Judge, said he believed the city ought 
to pay for the: improvement, and that 
in case a district is formed, it should 
by no means be limited to the immedi- 
ate neighborhood. Judge Reynolds is 
receiver for the Lewis companies, whose 
interests included extensive realty hold- 
ings in University City and in St. Louts 
County. 

Frank W. Schramm, City Assessor 
and realty expert, said he would make 
ethe boundaries of the special tax district 
to extend from Cass avenue on the 
north to Park avenue on the south, and 
*ar enough east and west to include all 
the business district. 

Gus W. Niemann of Niemann & Weber 
said he would make the boundaries even 
wider than those suggested by Mr. 
hitwm. He said it was problematical 
just hew much increase in value there 
would %e for property on both sides 
of the Parkway, but that there was no 
@oabt whatever about the genera! ben- 
efit to the city as a whole. 

Albert T. Terry declared he woulda 
like to see the special tax district made 
large enough to include the entire city. 

Henry R. Weisels of the Weisels-Ger- 
hart Real Eetate Co. said the new 
Parkeray would be one of the greatest 
improvements ever made in St. Louis. 
He, too, favored the inclusion of «a 
wide area in the benefit district, as the 
entire city would be benefited.

Downtown House to Be Man- 
aged by Harry D. Buckley 
of the Columbia. 


The new Strand Theater, Sixth and St. 
Charles streets, adjoining the Colum- 
bia Theater on the south will be opened 
at 10 a. m. tomorrow. 

The Strand will be operated by the 
Columbia Theater Co. and be under the 
management of Harry D. Buckley, man- 
ager of the Columbia Theater. 

The new theater was named after the 
Strand, a New York moving picture 
theater. The house has seats for 50 
and will be open from 10 a. m. to ll 
Pp. m., using first-run reels and changing 
the program every day. 

T. P. Barnett was the architect. An- 
tonio Berni modeled the exterior In- 
dian Arabesque design. The color com- 
bination is red and gold, with primitive 
Indian colors to bring out the archi- 
tectural designs. 

The floor of the entrance is in red 
tile and the exterior has new lighting 
effects. The interior is in ivory, gray 
and gold, with wafnscoting of dark 
Olive green and gold. The auditorium, is 
lofty. Plumbing fixtures of sanitary 
type have been installed and the great- 
est possible attention was given to ven- 
tilation. 


HE new Wellston High School, 
T which was designed by and which 
is being erected under the super- 
vision of Albert B. Groves, architect, 
will relieve the crowded situation in the 
elementary schools of this rapidly grow- 
ing community. 

The new building will have a frontage 
of nearly 100 feet, is two stories and a 
basement high and is partly of fire- 
proof construction.

The domestic rooms, in 
addition will have dining rooms, supply 
rooms and pantry. 


The basement will contain toilet rooms 
for boys and girls equipped with the 
latest sanitary plumbing and i. ilocker 
rooms with steel lockers are provided. 

This building will be equipped in much 
the same manner as the St. Louls high 
schools, except that it is smaller. The 
interior will be simply and modestly fin- 
ished in hardwood. 

The building will have its own heat- 
ing apparatus and will be supplied with 
electricity for light and power pur- 
poses.

WASHINGTON, Oct. M—After weeks 
ef negotiation between bankers and 
members of the Federal Reserve Board, 
@ tentative agreement was reached to- 
might which the board practically ap- 
proved, by which a fund of $185,000,000 
will be raised to take care of the sur- 
plus cotton crop and extend aid to the 
eetton producers. 

The plan is slightly different from 
that originally proposed, but loans will 


be made on cotton at 6 cents per pound, 


bearing interest of not more than 6 
per oent. Loans will be for one year, 
with a privilege of six months’ exten- 
sion. 

The Reserve Board will have direct 
supervision of the fund, but probably 
will operate through a committee of 
bankers and business men. 

Details Not Made Publiie. 

All details’ of the plans were not made 
public tonight, the board deciding to 
await assurances from bankers tl.at it 
meets their approval 

New York bankers already have 
agreed to subdcribe $50,000,000 to the fund 
and Southern bankers are counted upon 
for $35,000,000 more, much of it already 


pledged. The remaining $50,000,000 is to |- 


be raised in non-cotton producing states. 

Secretary McAdoo outlined the plan 
tonight in a statement, which said, in 
part: 

“Tt is provided in the plan that all 
services rendered in the administration 
of the fund by voluntary committees 
and bankers shall be without charge, 
but that the borrowers shall pay 3 per 
Cent on the amount loaned them to a 
fvnd which ts to be called the guarantee 
fund and which is to be used exclusively 
for paying the necessary expenses of 
administration, which it is estimated 
will not exceed one-eighth of 1 per cent, 
and the remainder to be used to make 
good any losses which may be incurred 
on loans that may be made on cotton 
at the stipulated rate of six cents per 
pound. Upon the conclusion of the 
whole transaction the amount of money 
left in the guarantee fund will be re- 
turned pro rata to the borrowers. 

“It is hoped that response may be 
received from the bankers of the lead- 
ing cities early next week, If they are 
favorable the plan will be put into 
immediate execution. In that case the 
cotton loan fund will be administered 
under the general supervision of a cen- 
tral committee to be composed of the 
individual members of the Federal Re- 
serve Board, which committee wil] in

Congressman Issues Statement 
on Need for National Se- 
curity Commission. 


19 MORE BATTLESHIPS 


Movable Siege Guns, Motor 
Tractors, Armored -Air Ships 
Put Among, Requirements. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. %&—One 


of the first things Congress will do 
when it reconvenes tn December is to 
take up the resolution introduced by 
Representative Gardner of Massachu- 
setts for the creation of ‘a National Se 
curity Commission, to investigate and 
report upon the preparedness ef the 
United States for war, defensive or 
offensive. 

In introducing this resolution, Con- 
gresesman Gardner declared that the 
United States was totally unprepared 
for war, and asserted that every army 
and navy officer to whom he had spoken 
on the subject admitted it. 

The American people are spending 
through their National Government 
$250,000,000 a year for their naval] and 
military establishment. After an inves- 
tigation of the condition of the United 
States army and navy, Congressman 
Gardner prepared the following state- 
ment,- which he made public tonight: 

“I guarantee no facts and no figures 
in this statement as to our afmy and 
navy. Nothing but an investigation by 
an independent committee will bring 
out the truth. For the most part, my 
navy facts and figures are taken from 
the official documents and from con- 
versation with naval officers. The esti- 
mates as to the number of ships neces- 
sary for our safety, except as to sub- 
marines, are taken from the reports of 
the General Board of the Navy. The 
board has made no final submarine 
estimates, 

Source of Figures. ° 

“The army facts and figures are gath- 
ered from the official publications of 
the War Department, from Congres- 
siona] hearings, from the reports of the 
chief of staff of the army and from 
private conversations: with army offi- 
cers. 

“We ought to have 47 battleships built 
and building. Instead we have 2 real 
battleships, built and building; four 
scrap-iron relics and eight venerable 
survivors only a grade better. 

“We ought to have 187 destroyers, 
built and building. Instead we have 
8; but 16 of these ard too old and 
too smal] to amount to much of any- 
thing. 

“We ought to have % fast scout 
cruisers, built and building. Instead 
we have as many as three. 

“We ought to have as many sub- 
marines as any nation on earth te pro- 
tect our limitless coastline, yet in sub- 
marine strength our navy stands fourth 
among the world’s navies. 

“We ought to have an average of 
about five torpedoes to each torpedo 
tude in our entire fleet. We shall nom- 
inally have pretty nearly that number 
when those being made at present are 
finished. Most of our torpedoes, how- 
ever, are of problematical value in time 
of war becausé three-quarters of them 
are of the ald short-range variety. The 
scrap heap is the place for a lot of 
them. 


Question of Airships. 
“We ought to have a lafge fleet of 


airships of the Zeppelin and dirigible 
types. Instead we have not today got 
a single one. 

“We ought to have a large fleet of 
armored aeroplanes. Our aeroplanes are 
scarcely numerous enough to reckon, 
and not one of them is armored. 

“We ought to have 69,000 men to fhan 
only that part of our fleet that would 
be useful in time of war. As a matter 
of fact we only have about 55,000 men in 
the navy. Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Roosevelt tells us that we are 
short ‘18,000 men, and he adds that he 
has not taken into account the men nec- 
essary to man the ships now building. 
Yet you cannot improvise a rian-o’-war’s 
man out of a totally untrained civilian 
in a few months, and there are only 9000 
naval militiamen in the whole country. 

“We ought to Rave coast defense guns 
as powerful as the guns on the modern 
dreadnoughts of the other nations, al- 
though this necessity is disputed. In- 
stead we have guns the range of which 
is less by & mile than the naval guns 
which may oppose them. 

“We ought to have a mobile army of 
at least 600,000 militiamen, regulars and 
reserves, ready to take the field at once 
after the outbreak of war. But we 
ought to be able to raise and have avail- 
able for service a million men within a 
few weeks Instead we must depend 
upon only %,000 regulars, 120,000 militia- 
men and no reserves. And 6 per cent 
of the men in the militia who are armed 
with a rifle do not know how to use it 
properly. 

“We ought to have plenty of movable 
siege guns of the type which is doing 
such great service in the present war. 
instead we have not a single movable 
siege gun available exceeding six inches 
in diameter. 

“We ought to have motor tractors with 
our artillery, so as to move the guns 
rapidly from point to point. Instead we 
have no motor tractors with that arm of 
the service. 

“We ought to have 1296 field guns for 
an army of 500,000 men. Instead we have 
only #38 field guns in all. 

“We ought to have plenty of artillery 
ammunition. Instead we do not know 
how much we have for a fact, but we 
are told that the supply is ‘running lew.’ 

“We ought to have an tmmediate in- 
vestigation of our military situation by 
an independent commission. Instead we 
are going to be harassed exceedingly 
before the authorities in Washington 
will consent to any such plan.”

BOND MARKET *BETTER 


Investment Demand for High- 
grade Issues Increased 
Last Week.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—The Evening 
Post, in its copyrigntea financial 
weekly review today, says: 

“The imaginative mind might trace 
& curious resemblance between the 
dally war bulletins and the somewhat 
less official day-to-day bulletins re- 
garding our own financial develop- 
ments. 

“From the various European war 
offices we learn each morning that 
the ‘situation continues satisfactory, 
Or that there is ‘no change in the gen- 
eral situation.’ But when the details 
of the daily reports are scrutinized, 
we perceive that a forward movement 


has occurred dt one point and a back- 
ward movement at another; that the 


operations has caused such confusion 
of incidents as to make any genera! 
deductions difficult. . 

“We further read of various pro- 
jects under way, which may later on 
materially alter the situation for the 
better, but which as yet are merely 
plans, 

“It is much the same with the 
course of events in our financial mar- 
kets. One part of the country has a 
favorable report to make, anothe: 
tells a very unfavorable story. Yel 
the general conclusion is that while 
no fundamental change for the better 
has occurred, and while the financial 
deadlock certainly continues, the posi- 
tion is at least satisfactory, in the 
sense that slow but important prog- 
ress is being made towards bringing 
affairs into orderly condition, where 
a forward movement will presently 
be possible. 

“For that movement, however, we 
must depend on plans not yet in opera- 
tion, and the nature of whose future 
working is obscure. , 

Cotton Is Weak Spot. 

“Precisely as the active mili 
operations are directed to the wea 
spots which develop at the front, so the 
active financial plans concern them- 
selves with that part of the situation 
which most seriously handicaps our 
progress. That the utterly abnormal 
cotton situation is for the United 
States the main point of weakness, 
there is no doubt whatever. 

“To relieve this extraordinarily per- 
plexing situation—which has threatened, 
through the collapse of the export mar- 
kets, to impoverish the Southern 
planter, and to cut off upwards of 
$200,000,000 from our export trade—two 
projects are under way, each with the 
promise of at least temporary relief. 

“One ts the well-known project ,for 
a fund of $135,000,000 to be raised by all 
the country’s banks, advanced to the 
Southern institutions, and by them 
loaned out to the cotton planters, and 
cotton, as security, held in warehouses 
for a more propitious season. 

“The other plan, as yet more nebu- 
lous, is for the London market to make 
similar advances, based on the cotton 
which {ts spinners expect to use in the 
balance of this season. 

“This second proposal has at least 
the merit of following familiar lines. 
since it would differ little tn principle 
from the loans through forelgn ex- 
change, held habitually by London when 
our cotton crops are about to move, 
with a view to their repayment when 
eon Manchester spinners take the cot- 
on. 


Price Is a Question. 


“There are obstacles in the way of 
both these undertakings, one of them 
being the question of the price for cot- 
ton, on which advances of the sort are 
to be made. 

“But at the moment when these pro- 
posals serve at least to open the way 
for solution of what is to us the most 
formidable problem of the day, a far 
more serious obstacle is being Imposed 
| the South itself, through the conduct 
of its Congressmen at Washington. 

‘The outhern planter cannot be 
warned too urgently of the danger in 
which he is placed by the Hoke Smiths 
and the Henrys, who have been ob- 
structing the adjournment of Congress, 
until {t votes to issue bonds, to put the 

vernment into the cotton: business 
and to oy the planter’s cotton. 

“Every intelligent man {8s aware that 
the demand will certainly be refused. 
But persistence In it under such clir- 
cumstances as exist is Inevitably a body 
blow to the legitimate relief plans un- 
der consideration. These gentlemen at 
Washington are not only impeding the 
real solution of the problem, but they 
are placing the South In the unenviable 
position of an importunate and annoying 
solicitor for alms. On such procedure 
the comment of the section whence the 
sgn woe statesmen come, ought to 
be emphatic. 

Foretgn Exchange Drops. 

“The more important developments 
of the week in the actual financia) 
situation have been the decline in 
coreren exchange rates, the action of 
the banks in reducing the rates 
charged for call loans, the negotia- 
tions relating to the formation of ihe 
$135,000,000 cotton pool, &nd ithe 
rather pronounced revival of iInvest- 
ment buying of high-grade notes and 
bonds. 

“The bankers in conference ;ester- 
day. over the foreign exchange sit- 
uation, did not reach any conclusion 
as to what should be done beyond the 
formation of the propased pool to as- 
sist the Southern interests.

The most encouraging feature of the 
cotton market is the demand for cotton 
goods from European sources. The de- 
mand for duck and kindred cloths is 
large and insistent. In fact, to manufac- 
turers it would be more profitable if 


they were allowed more time in which 
to fill the orders. The result of the de- 
mand for immediate shipment will be a 
scarcity of manufactured goods in the 
hands of jobbers and wholesalers. It is 


the New .York State milis are running 
full time, almost altogether on foreign 
orders, 

Spinners are not buying cotton as free- 
ly as cotton shippers wink. Lut seem to 
have adopted a hand-to-mouth policy of 
buying, except where they see an oppor- 
tunity to tie up a line of cotion for for- 
ward shipment at cheap prices as a pro- 
tection against forward sale of goods. 
The American spinner sees his supply of 
cotton and is indifferent as to who 
carries it for him until it is needed. In 
the meantime he will have to exercise 
due caution to escape being caught by a 
possible rise in the price of cotton, now 
that he cannot protect himself by buy- 
ing the future markets. 

hile the closing of the cotton ex- 
changes to future trading has, in 
measure, worked a hardship on the cot- 
ton trade, at the same time it has forced 
the purchase of actual cotton as a hedge 
against sales of the finished product by 
manufacturers. This is one side of the 
argument for and against the operation 
of future exchanges, and it is strong, 
because, in this particular instance, it 
works for the support of prices. The 
opening of the future exchanges just 
now might bring a flood of hedging or- 
ders into the market which might find 
buyers scarce. — 

Holding Move Lowers Receipts. 

In this connection it is reported that 
the New York Cotton Exchange has 
adopted by an almost unanimous vote 
the amendments to its by-laws which 
conform to the various clauses of the 
Lever bill, which affects trading on the 
New York Cotton Exchange. These 
amendments are to become effective as 
soon as trading is resumed, even though 
the Lever bill has not become effective. 
No report, however, has been made on 
the system of clearing that will be in 
vogue. After reading the Lever bill 
carefully, it Is difficult to see how any 
system of clearing can be devised other 
than the actual delivery of the cotton 
against each contract.

Traders asserted that the light Cana- 
dian receipts indicated that England had 
cleaned up the surplus wheat in the 
Dominion, and that there wags little 
doubt but that the crop in Canada had 
been widely overestimated. 

ihe demand for cash wheat continues 
excellent, both from millers and eleva- 
tors, and all grades met ready buying 
on the soft spots. Exports continue 
heavy, the total as reported by Brad- 
street's singe July 1, figuring over 153,- 
000,000 bu, against only 93,000,000 bu last 
year. 

While there was a slight lull in the 
actual foreign shipments last week, as 
the market ended, exporters were again 
big buyers, and there is nothing in the 
situation to indicate that any falling 
off in the export demand is likely. 

On the contrary, there is every reason 
to believe that exports will gain, as 
every day of the war in Europe means 
increasing requirements to supply the 
armies. 

The season is fast approaching when 
the winter weather will call for heavy 
feeding of bread products to the mil- 
lions of fighting men in the field.

PRESIDENT TELLS 
YMCA EATS 


WILL PREVENT WAR 


Praises Kind Negotiated Recently 
Calling for Year’s Delay 
of Hostilities. 


WILL REPLACE CANNON 


Executive Speaks in Pittsburg at 
Seventieth Anniversary of 
Y. M. C. A. Movement. 


PITTSBURG, Oct. 24. — President 

Wilson, speaking here today at a 
mass meeting in celebration of the 
seventieth anniversary of the Y. M. 
Cc. A. movement, declared that peace 
commission treaties of the kind ne- 
gotiated between the United States 
and many foreign countries were the 
means of “shedding light” on inter- 
national disputes so as to make the 
use of force unnecessary. The I’resi- 
dent predicted that it would not be 
found necessary to settle these dis- 
putes with cannon after the disputes 
had been discussed for a year, 4s 
provided in such treaties. 
The President dwelt at length on 
the lessons of Christianity and spoke 
particularly of the ideals of young 
men. He declared most people be- 
lieved young men to be “arch rad- 
icals,” but that he found them is be 
very conservative. The President 
urged young men to be progressive 
and work for the public welfare. 

“Tt would. be good for men, both 
young and old,’’ Mr. Wilson said, “‘to 
detach themselves more from business 
and think of higher things. I wonder 
how many of us think of Christianiaty 
as an instrumentality for the practical 
development of mankind. 

Christian’s Duty to Uplift World. 

“No man Is a true Christian who does 
not think of how he can help his broth- 
ers, how he can uplift mankind, and 
who does not labor unselfishly for 
others. The duty of Christian young 
men is to uplift the world. They are 
the strongest kind of young men. I 
believe there is growing to be more and 
more a demand for such men in the 
world, for the world is growing to ap- 
preciate them more and more.” 

The President pleaded for homes with 
Christian atmosphere, saying that 
“Christianity is catching’ and that 
children raised in Christian homes are 
more apt to be good citizens than others. 

“How tired I am,’’ continued the Pres- 
ident, ‘‘of the men whose virtue is sel- 
fish because it is self-protective. I hate 
the moral coward and I despise him as 
well. I wish the cowards would stay 
on the side lines and let others do the 
things to be done. Dont’ follow people 
who stand atill. Nowadays leaders 
must be aggresxtve. 

“If you cun’t guess beforehand who 
your leaders are to be, the chances are 
they will be useless. I believe in popu- 
lar government because, under it, we do 
not know from what family, class or 
occupation the leaders will come. This 
is an age in which the principles uf 
those who utter public opinion rule the 
world. In the end the popular jury will 
find the right. 


Predicts Right Will Replace Cannon. 

‘It ils most important that we, who 
constitute a part of the jury, shall look 
at things from a current viewpoint and 
there will now be a great rush of Chris- 
tian spirit on the doers of evil. 

“What you have to do is to fight, not 
with cannon, but with right. We have 
just concluded treaties of peace with a 
great many nations providing that we 
shall look for the light for a year. My 
prediction is that, if, after the light has 
shone on a dispute for a year, it will 
not be necessary to do anything; that 
after we know what happened, then we 
will know who was right and who was 
wrong. I believe that light is the great- 
est sanitary influence in the world.”’ 

The President, with his physician, Dr. 
Cary T. Grayson, and Secretary Tu- 
multy, in coming here, left the train at 
Braddock, 10 miles from the city, and 
spent of the morning hours riding 
in an auto over the hils of Allegheny 
County. Mayor Armstrong and the Y. 
M. C. A, Anniversary Committee met 
the President at the entrance to the ha!! 
and escorted him to the plaform at 11:30.

BANTAMS VALUE 
NOT CONFINED 10 
FANCY PURPOSES 


Little Birds Make Excellent Lit- 
ters and Mothers and Are 
Splendid Layers. 


° 


Bantams maintain a steady popularity. 
They are, I think, as popular as they ' 
have ever been in this country. This 
does not seem to apply to game ban- 
tams, however. These latter are not so 
popular as formerly. It is a common 
idea that bantams are kept for orna- 
mental purposes only. This is not true, 
though perhaps more breeders keep 
them for “‘fancy’’ than for utility pur- 
poses. 

They have utility qualities, however. 
They are good layers for their size, and 
for the amount of food they consume. 
In proportion to size, they lay as much 
weight of eggs as average size large 
fowls. 
mended for table purposes, though of 
course they are good to eat, what there

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is of them. 

Cochin bantams especially make excel- 
lent sitters and mothers. They 
often used for this purpose by fancle 
of larger varieties, who give the large 
eggs to the little fellows. They will in- 
cubate four or five large eggs. They 
do not break the eggs and are splendid 
mothers. 

Bantams nattrally are great favorites 
with boys and girls, and probably most 
bantams belong to boys. They are much 
attached to them and they buy and sell 
birds at good prices. One boy brought 
a Buff Cochin bantam cockerel to my 
house to show it to me and to ask my 
opinion of it. He had paid $7.50 for it. 
Another boy who lives near me recently 
paid an Eastern breeder $15 for a cock- 
erel. It is no better, however, than the 
one costing $7.50 

Not all bantam fanciers are boys. 
Many of the most: experienced poultry 
men in America breed them for profit. 
They get nearly as high prices as for 
large fowls. It costs much less to feed 
ind house them. I saw a Black Cochin 
bantam recently for which $25 had been 
paid. 

Bantams, for the most part, are min- 
lature reprodtctions of large fowls. The 
Cochin bantarns, for example, have been 
“bred down” from the large Cochins 
This has been done chiefly in China. 
There are game bantams that are dupli- 


cates of all the larger standard game 
fowls. I refer to exhibition games, not 
to pit games. The Sebright bantams 
and Rose Comb bantams, however, are 
not jike any standard large fowls. 

Naturally bantams are like larger 
fowls in their habits and characteris- 
tics, and require about the same hous- 
ing, feeding and care. It is easy to get 
them too large. Therefore, the smaller 
scecimens, other things being equal, are 
chesen for breeding purposes. Sma: 
size, however, is not the only thing 
sought in bantams. There must be 
Gvality as well. Correctness of shape 
and color ig quite as important as in 
large fowls. In order to keep down 
the size bantams are often hatched 
rather late in the season, as birds 
hatched in July will not grow so large 
as those hatched in April. 

In order to prevent too great growth. 
bentams shouyld be fed moderately, but 
tney should not be fed too sparingly, 
or they will lack vigor. Bantams are 
not quite so hardy as large fowls. 

Following are the standard breeds and 
varieties of ornamental bantams: 

Golden and Silver Sebrights, White 
and slack Rose Comb, white Booted, 
Light and Dark Brahma, Buff, Part- 
ridge, White and Black Cochin; Black 
Tailed, White and Black Japanese; 
Bearded White, Buff Laced and non- 
Bearded Polish. 

There are thus 17 varieties in all 
of the so-called ornamental bantams. 
Silkies are also to be classed us bar- 
tams hereafter. Another variety of 
standard bantams rarely seen is the 
Black Breasted Red Malay. The ex- 
hibition games are also represented by 
bantams, as noted above The standard 
game bantams are Black Breasted Red. 
Brown Red, Golden Duckwing, Birchen, 
Red Pyle, White Black. 

Game bantams’ weights are cocks, 22 
ounces; cockerels, 20 ounces; hens, 2 
ounces; pullets, 18 ounces. Cochin ban- 
tam weights are cocks, W ounces: cock- 
erels, 2 ounces: hens, 26 ounces; pullets, 
#4 ounces. Sebright bantams are be- 
tween the Cochin and game bantams in 
size. 

Buff Cochin bantams are doubtless 
the most popular of all varieties of 
bantams. The most typical] Cochin ban- 
tams, however, are the blacks. Some of 
them are little marvels in shape and 
feathering. 

The Sebrights, both Golden and Sil- 
ver, are exceedingly beautiful, with the 
large open white or gulden centers sur- 
rounded by the narrow black iacing. 
Sebrights are very popular in England. 
I once saw at a Chicago show a Silver 
Sebright for which an Ohio breeder had 
paid $100 in England.

“Dispose of them as soon a8 you can: 
thin out the large ones. I have known 
persons who have had chickens ready 
for the market in early summer when 
they could have received good prices for 
them, but Instead, they would keep them 
until about Thanksgiving time and sell 
them when the market was glutted with 
poultry, then only receiving about two- 
thirds the price they would have gotten 
in early summer, besides spending a 
large part of the sale price for several 
months’ feeding. 

“Nothing is easier than to feed away 


one’s profits. It can be done In so many 
ways that only an experienced or cau- 
tious feeder can avoid a pitfall. Every 
day that one holds and feeds a market- 
able fow] he must deduct the cost of that 
day’s feed from the market price. When 
this is done one will be surprised at the 
rapidity with which profits shrink. It is 
by far the best policy to sell a bird as 
soon as it is marketable.”

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This Chateau Changed Hands 
Four Times in One Day’s Fighting

.HE historic chateau at Mondement, about 
four miles from Sezanne, had the mis 
fortune to be a vital strategic position 
on the last day of the battle of the 

Marne, and changed hands four times between 
daylight and dusk. First of all, the French oc- 
cuplied it, and were driven out by the Germans. 
Then French guns were turned on it and it was 
rushed by French troops. Next, for the second 
time, the French were driven out, but they re- 
turned to the attack and finally recovered the 
position. The chateau was wrecked. “Every 
shell-uole and bullet mark has been faithfully 
portrayed by me,” writes Artist Villiers. 
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INS, the o.cinary sins ot ordinary life, are not, as a rule, instincts 
S which are evil in themselves, so much as instincts which are sel- 
fishly pursued to the detriment of others: sin is in its essence 
the which will not co-operate, and which secures ad- 
vantages unjustly, without any heed to the disadvantage of others. Sympa- 
thette imagination is the real foe of sin, the power of putting one’s self in 
the place of another; and much of the sentiment which is so prevalent 
nowadays ts the evidence of the growth of sympathy. 

The old theory of sin lands one in a horrible dilemma, because it im- 
plies a treacherous enmity on the part of God to create man weak and un- 
stable, and to put his weakness against tyrannous desires; to allow his will 
to do evil, to be stronger than his power to do right, is a satanical device. 
One must not sacrifice the truth to the desire for simplicity and effective 
statement. The truth is intricate and obscure, and to pretend that it is 
plain and obvious is mere hypocrisy. The strength of Calvinism is its hor- 
rible resemblance to a natural inference.from the facts of life: but if any 
sort of Calvinism is true, then it is a mere insult to the intelligence to say 
that God is loving or just. 

The real basis for all deep-seated fear about life is the fear that one, 
will not be dealt with either lovingly or justly. But we have to make a 
simple choice as to what we will believe, and the only hope is to believe 
that immediate harshness and injustice is not ultimately inconsistent with 
love. No one who knows anything of the world and of life can pretend to 
think or say that sufferitig always results from, or is at all proportioned to, 
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SIN AND SUFFERING, ADVENTURES IN LIFE.

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EN DUMB NATIONS 
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courage and sympathy, says the distinguished 


moral faults; and if we are tempted to regard all our disasters as penal 


consequences, then we are tempted to endure them with gloomy and mor- 
bid immobility. 


It is far more wholesome and encouraging to look upon many disasters 
that befall us as opportunities to show a little spirit, to evoke the courage 
which does not come by indolent prosperity, to increase our sympathy, to 
enlarge our experience, to make things clearer to us, to develop our mind 
and heart, to free us from immaterial temptations. Past suffering is not 
aiways an evil, it is often an exciting reminiscence. It is good to take life 
adventurously, like Odysseus of old. What would one feel about Odysseus if, 
instead of contriving a way out of the Cyclops’ cave, he had set himself to 
consider of what forgotten sin his danger was the consequence? 
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Suffering and disaster come to us to develop our inventiveness and our 
courage, not to daunt and dismay us; and we ought, therefore, to approach 
experience with a sense of humor, if possible, and with a lively curiosity. I 
recollect hearing a man the other day describing an operation to which he 
had been subjected. “My word,” he said, his eyes sparkling with delight 
at the recollection, “that was awful, when I came into the operafing room, 
and saw the surgeons in their togs, and the pails and basins all about, and 
was invited to step up to the table!” 

There is nothing so agreeable as the remembrance of fears through 


which we have passed: and we can only learn to despise them by finding 
out how unbalanced they were. 


Mr. Lee Addresses the Readers of the Sunday Post-Dispatch Every Sunday From This Page. 


T is a mistake to suppose that because people do 
things in a machine civilization, they mean any- 
thing by them. The reason all the people are 
fighting in Europe today is that the diplomats 
aud the men whose special business it is to ex- 
press nations to one another could not express — 
them. The war in Europe is a stupendous break- 
down of the European languages. Every nation 
in Europe today is practically a dumb nation. It 

has suddenly failed to find words to express itself—to express its tempera- 

ment to the other temperaments so that it will be understood. So it fights. 

Why did the nations so suddenly and completely fail to express them- 
selves to one another! 

A crisis arose in which they had to express themselves very suddenly 
and with immense effect in a few hours or it would be too late. 

Any great nation—say of fifty million people, that is so placed or 
so places itself that it has to express fifty million people in a few hours 
or die, finds in almost a few minutes that the facilities in this 
present world for expressing fifty million people to three hun- 
dred million other people, and getting all the expression in be- 
fore 12 o'clock that night, are very few in number. 

* Naturally if a nation of fifty million people has to ex- 
press itself before 12 o’clock that night it will have to find some 
way of doing it all in one swoop—the way machinery does 
things. Everything that gets done in modern life, if 
it is to be done for very large numbers of people in‘a 
very short time, has to be done by machinery. 

The only big machine any-nation in Europe had 
provided itself with for expressing itself all at once, 
all in one huge erash in a day, was its army machme. 


As every nation in Europe had a machine on 
hand of this kind for making a nation impressive — 
in a day, and did not have on hand any other machine 
that could do it, all any nation could do was to use 
what it had. 

So it eame to pass that, ashamed and helpless 
and in a dread, the people of seven nations—because 
they were told they had only a day to express them- 
sélves in—gave up altogether and let their soldiers 
do it. ,Seven or eight very much scared men—ex- 
perts in being scared—drilled all their lives in being 
seared on time—who could not hold their fear under 
any longer—each of these men told his nation it 
would have to express itself in a day or die. 

Everybody had to take their word for it. There 
wasn't anybody out of all the three hundred million men con- 
cerned who could really manage, all in a day or so, to talk back 
to specialists, to authorities, to experts in being scared on time, 
like soldiers. Once grant that there really was a hurry, that 
if a nation took a week to think in it would die, and everything 
follows. : : 

The one really determining question in this war is whether 
or not this hurry—this personal interpretation of a situation 
by a few threatening-minded persons who did not take natural- 
ly to thinking things out anyway, who always felt superior to 
artists and to expressive people—men who by temperament 
never really like to express themselves, who like to shut their 
mouths and fight—the question is whether men like these were 
quite competent to decide that the hurry (the one thing that 
could put the world in their hands) was necessary. 

It is not a war they are having in Europe—not at bottom 
and in its essence. It is a Hurry. The war is the mere helpless, dumb way 
each nation has taken with fhe other nations of expressing The Hurry. 

On the last day of July one gues to sleep thinking of all the people 
‘over there in their right minds going about and living their lives qvi-tly 
and expressing themselves in living their lives. 
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The next morning one 


. walking around on the ground, and we had seen 


looks up and one sees suddenly one’s Europe up- 
side down. If all the men in Europe had by com. 
mon consent stopped that first August morning 


them suddenly while we rubbed our eyes, walking 
ealmly upside down like flies on the ceiling of the 
sky and doing it in hordes, mighty sincere unnum- 
bered hordes, as if it were the most natural thing 
in the world, we could not have been more sur- 
prised. What has happened was that the world and all the people in it with 
one single motion had been switched off onto the military circuit. In a 
world being run by fighters and being upside down and being run back- 
wards and wrong end to, people all have a queer look. But the people in 
Europe are at heart the same people they were six months ago. All that 
has happened to them is that they have been caught in a Hurry. Three 
hundred million men down in the holds of seven nations, where they could 
not see for themselves what was going on above them and ahead of them, 
have been shouted down to by a few men on deck to come up 
and die. Shouted at suddenly in this way and not knowing, 
shouted at by men who could see when they could not, they 
came up sincerely and are dying in good. faith. We could do 
the same ourselves. , 


But they would not have done it if they had not been in 
holds. 


So at last we are having, as on some huge World Movie 


where ninety nations sit and watch, History’s last look at 
what war really is. 


What war is, is this. It is the essential nature of military- 


mindedness and of all military action that people shall be kept 
in holds where they cannot see, and that they shall die when 
the order is shouted down to them. 


This is the reason that an army as a machine for 
expressing fifty million men in a minute (without ask- 
ing them)—as a bright idea, as an efficient idea for 
expressing those same fifty million men—would be 
funny, if one could keep from cursing man long 
enough to be amused by it. The men may think they 
are expressing themselves, and they are killing each 
other several thousand a day with the idea that they 
are really expressing themselves and the life of their 
nations; but there is but one stupendous outstanding 
fact that they are really expressing—they are ex- 
pressing the last dogged, hopeless, helpless dumb faith- 
fulness of men down in the hold of the world toward men 
in uniforms, strutting around in the air and the light on the 
bridge of all nations, and shouting down in speaking tubes to 
the fathers and sons and brothers of seven nations, through 
roar and darkness: ‘‘SHUT YOUR MOUTHS AND DIR.’’ 

The war is the failure of our machines for expressing our 
real selves. In each nation the machine it had paid the most 
attention to: was its army—its machine for expressing itself 
when it was seared. The machines the nations had for express- 
ing the courage of the people toward the other people—the 
machines for expressing love and expectation, common service 
and common faith in human nature—were not ready. These 
latter machines; while they are infinitely more powerful and 
intelligent, had not been finished off for quick work. Sud- 
denly a few military-minded men, so scared they have to fight, 
fooling with nervous fingers on the trigger of the world, 
touch it, and the world goes off! 

All the vast machines of fate go off! 

But it is not because men are beasts, but because our machines 
for being beasts work better on a sudden call than our machines for 
being men.

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Making an 
Aura That Can Feel 
HE startling claim is made in 
France that it is possible to feel 
not only with the nerves and 
muscles of the body, but also 
beyond its surface, in space, and that this 
has been actually proved by a series of 
experiments lately conducted under the 
most rigorous scientific auspices. 

The majority of these experiments have 
been undertaken by Col. Albert de Ro 
chas of the French army, known as the 
author of scholarly books on psychical 
research. Other experiments have been 
undertaken by the Durvilles and by 
other members of the Magnetic Society 
of France, and their results agree. Here 
is one of them. 

Lucile, a subject, very suggestible and 
psychic, is placed in a deep trance by 
means of prolonged passes anid magnetic 
treatment. When this condition has been 
reached it is suggested that the “etheric 
double”—the body which exists within 
the physical body and animates it~ be 
separated from and slightly projected be- 
yond the physical body. It is a process 
similar to detaching the shadow of a man 
from his figure; it comes away, an im- 
material thing, yet a reality none the 
less. 

This etheric body is capable of feeling 
and sensation. The physical body itself 
feels nothing. 

Tn the experiments with Lucile this 
etheric body was made to project out 
into space beyond the physical body and 
detect sensations and pains. For in- 
stance, a pin pricked the air at a dis- 
tance of six or eight inches from the sur- 
face of the physical body of the en- 
tranced subject, but she winced and 
rubbed the spot on her arm correspond- 
ing to the place pricked on the etheric 
body—complaining that it hurt her. 

The experimenters say this proves the 
body can, under certain conditions, ex- 
ternalize its sensations as well as its mo- 
tive power (when it moves objects at a 
distance). In fact, the phenomenon has 
been called in France “externalization of 
sensibility” (or sensitivity). 

It is a familiar contention of psychic 
students that the human body gives off 
a subtle emanation or “aura,” which 
is variously colored. according to the 
state of health and the mental and emo 
tional states of the individual. Such an 
aura is also given off by crystals, mag- 
nets and some other bodies. In the hu- 
man body the eyes and finger tips are 
the points from which there is the great- 
est emanation or exudation of this mag- 
netic aura. 


Don't ‘Kill Pain — Find 
Its Cause 


F all the sentinels that watch to 
O give warning that something 


within our bodies has gone 

wrong, pain is the most assidu- 
ous, although its importance is frequent- 
ly overlooked by physicians as well as 
laymen. Pain is simply an expression 
of rebellion against objectionable stim- 
uli: therefore, however desirable it "nay 
be to get rid of it, it is far more im- 
portant to find and cure its cause. 

The old-time family doctor’s first 
thought when called to a patient in pain 
was to smother it by means of powerful 
drugs. This was sometimes useful in 
tiding a patient over a sbort illness, 
which was bound to right itself; but it 
was worse than useless in ecbronic ail- 
ments, because it substituted for the 
malady in question a far worse disease, 
namely, the opium habit. It was exactly 
as though a railroad inspector, on finding 


a red lantern on the track, should throw - 


a coat over it and go on his way. The 
patient was satisfied when the pain was 
lulled, but in this an important danger 
signal was disregarded and nature’s call 
for permanent retief remained. unan- 
swered. 

In appendicitis, for instance, it used 
to be the custom to “kill pain” by ad- 
ministering large doses of morphine. We 
now know that this dulls the patient’s 
senses to a degree which makes diag- 
nosis of peritonitis or other complications 
impossible, and that a life may be lost be- 
cause one of the most important symp- 
toms is masked by drugs. It is interest- 
ing also te note how pain in appendi- 
citis sets up a reflex action of the ab- 
dominal muscles. The muscles become 
hard and “boardy,” nature attempting to 
hold the appendix as if in a splint, so 
that further injury may ge impossible 
and conditions favorable to repair may 
obtain.

Injure the Best of Eyes 


Right place for the light. 


this rarely happens except to careless as 
tronomers observing eclipses. Brilliant 
sunlight on the snow or intense electric 
light causes a species of ophthalmia due 
to exposure to radiation of short wave 
lengths. But these are the exceptional 
cases. The common cases are thore of 
eyestrain, and these are acmost always 
due to defective illumination. 

In an address before the New En- 
gland Ophthalmological Society and an 
article in the New York Medical Jour- 
nal, Dr. Walter B. Lancaster of Boston 
analyzed the causes of eyestrain. Its 
symptoms he summed up as “Sandy, 
scratchy feelings in the conjunctiva; 
dry, hot, burning, itching sensations; in- 
creased frequency of winking; lachryma- 
tion; difficulty in keeping the eyes open: 
tired, aching feelings in the eyes and in 
the orbits, extending to other parts of 
the head; biurred, indistinct vision. im- 
proved by rubbing the eyes and restiny 
for a time, but quickly returning.” 

All these are due to using the eyes 
under light that is (1) too strong: (2) 
too weak; (3) of poor quality; (4) im- 
properly distributed, either as to direc- 
tion or diffusion. Dr. Lancaster says too 
intense light is now commoner than too 
feeble. 

Many eye specialists have blamed the 
ultra violet rays of artificial light, but 
Dr. Lancaster points out that daylight 
has far more of these than any of the 
artificial illuminants and it never causes 
eyestrain, besides which the ultra-violet 
rays are stopped by the cornea and lens, 
so they do not reach the retina. 

He lays down the following rules for 
lighting one’s work. If the light comes 
from one spot, this must be behind and 
to the left. And it 
must not be reflected 
directly into the face. 
One must not, for ex- 
ample, sit facing a 
mirror or a white wall 
that reflects the source 


\ of light. Better still if 
' the source of light be 
\ hidden, so that the rays 
\ are diffused and come 

\ from every direction. 


“It is desirable,” he 


\ 
\ says, “to have a 
ready test for the 
\ degree of diffuse- 


\ ness of the light. 
\ My test for this is 
an examination of 
the shadows cast 
by some object like 
a pencil held three 
to five inches from 
a sheet of paper. 
if light comes from 
only one direction, 
the shadow will be very dark or dense. 
In proportion as light comes from all di- 
rections equally, the shadow will be re- 
duced to nothing. When there is a good 
deal of diffused light, but one source is 
plainly stronger than alfthe others, there 
will be a shadow cast by this brighter 
source, but not a dense shadow.” 

No fault is commener, he says, than 
the use of light ef too high intrinsic 
brilliancy without shading it by frested 
globes or diffusing it so that it reaches 
the eyes only indirectly.

HE following beautifully clerr 
summary of the principles ctf 
mendelism is due to Rev. W.

If you cross pure yellow and pure ecreen 
peas either way—it matters not which is 
seed-bearer and which polien-bearer— 
you will get all yellow seeds. 
there hybrid seeds, each will, if it ger- 
minate, produce a plant which will beer, 
say, 40 seeds, 30 of which will on the 
average be yellow and 10 green. The 
green, if sown and sown and sown for 
countless generations, will always bear 
green seeds, true to the original green 
parents (barring the always possible in- 
tervention of insects). Not so the 30 
yellow. These when sown will, on the 
average, produce 10 plants bearing all 
pure yellow seeds, which will be constant 
and true to the original yellow parent 
for countless generations. The remain- 
ing 20 plants will be impure yellow, each 
plant producing on the average one- 
quarter of their seeds pure yellow, one- 
quarter pure green and one-half impure 
yellow, which last will repeat the process 
and proportion practically forever.

Pick Your Suit: There 
Is One for You 


: R years the approximate number 
of Stars visible to the eye, a mat- 
*- 


ter of 3000 or 4000, according to 

the definition of average vision, 
has been known. By most persons, how- 
ever, and by many scientists, the total 
number of stars in the heavens has been 
considered countless, if not limitless. The 
universe is now declared to be finite, vet 
of a magnificence of dimension and of a 
populousness. far beyond all earlier con- 
ceptions. This assumption is a result of 
very recent investigations into the mo- 
tions and distances of the stars. 

The latest studjes on the subject of the 
number as well as the light of the stars. 
have been made at the Roya! Observ.- 
tory, at Greenwich, England. The iate 
Franklin Adams succeeded in making a 
set of 206 photographs covering the en- 
tire sky. -After counts were made on 
these pictures, from which the brightness 
of the self-luminous bodies between prac- 
tically the twelfth and seventeenth mag- 
nitudes could be-inferred, it was on- 
cluded that they recorded about 55,000,000 
stare. From this a formula was doter- 
mined showing the change of number 
in passing from one magnitude to n- 
other. With these figures it was rea- 
soned that-the aggregate number of stars 
is not ‘less than 1,000,000,000, probably 
not more than 2,090,000,000, and probab)) 
approximately 1,600,000,000, the estimat- 
ed prevent populstion of the earth.

rubber plant demands 
a potato,” writes Ben- 
jamin Wilder in the 
Teehnical World Mag- 
azine. “Take a raw 
potato, cut it in half 
and scoop it out a bit, 
curving to fit entirely 
around the injured 
stalk in two halves.

Kero- 
gene is a wonderful cleaner. It .will erad- 
icate finger .marks around door knobs 
better than anything else and leave the 
paint unspoiled. 

For sweeping down the walls of papered 
rooms, nothing can equal a broom cover 
made of velveteen. It provides just the 
right friction without injuring the paper 

Camphorated oil will clean off the ear- 
marks made by hot dishes on the polished 
table. 

Mahogany furniture and nardwood trim- 
ming can be polished beautifully by rub- 
bing repeatedly with a mixture of linseed 
oil and turpentine, in the proportion of 
two to the former to one of the latter. 
The mixture -‘feeds” the wood and takes 
away what one expresses as the “hunery” 
look wood has when neglected. 

To brighten gilt frames, rub with new 
baked bread moistened with ammonia; 
or wash the frames in the water in which 
onions have been boiled and a bit of 
sulphur added. This will give the yellow 
color needed. 

To clean pewter, wash it with hot 
water, rub it with fine sand and when 
dry polish with leather. If the cupboard 
is damp, leave a quantity of quicklime 
in it for a few days. 

To keep your range in good condition, 
go over it with an oiled rag while the 
range is still warm. Never use shoe 
blacking or any other kind of blacking 
on the burners. 

Brass curtain rings may be ‘cleaned 
by boiling them in vinegar. If you have 
a great many pieces of silver, do not 
waste time polishing each one. Simply 
make a boiling solution of one-fourth 
pound of salsoda to a gallon of water, dip 
in one article at a time, rinse in hot wa- 
ter and rub dry. 

When house cleaning, don’t neglect the 
cellar. Put some calcium chloride-in a 
pan and set ff on the floor to aborb all 
dampness and pour a strong solution of 
salsoda down each drain. Indeed, this 
should be done once a month. 

To clean children’s white kid-top shoes, 
use sweet milk and a good white soap. 
Rub in well and set in the air to dry. 
This: will leave the kid nice and soft, as 
well as clean. 

To remove grass stains from. Geils 
woolens, cream of tartar and water or 
alcohol. Remove them from muslin with 
a little molasses; keep covering the stain 
until it fades away. 

Always use a downward stroke when 
you are sponging any material.

At 
sundown that day —it was 
April 10—we set forth 
upon our historic voyage. 
IRIAM had got 
away in the aft- 
ernoon, since he 
had so- much 
further to go to reach his 
station.

Just as we came abreast of the end of the pier and 
es'v the whitecapped waves rolling in upon us, I put 
the horizontal rudder hard down and she slid .under 
water. Through my glass portholes I saw its light 
green change to a dark blue, while the manometer in 
front of me indicated 20 feet. I let her go to 40, 
because I slfeuld then be under the warships of the 
English, though I took the chance of fouling the 
moorings of our own floating contact mines. Then I 
brought her on an even keel, and it was music te my 
ear to hear the gentle, even ticking of my electric 
engines and to know that I was speeding at 12 miles 
an hour on my great task. 

At that moment, as I stood controlling my levers 
in my tower, I could have seen, had my cupola been 
of glass, the vast shadows of the British blockaders 
hovering above me. I held my course due westward 
for 90 minutes, and then, by shutting off the electric 
e;zines without blowing out the water tanks, I brought 
her to the surface. There was a rolling sea and the 
wtnd was freshening, so I did not think it safe to keep 
my hatch open long, for so small is the margin of 
broyancy that one must run no risks. But from the 
crests of the rollers I had a look backward at Blank- 
enberg, and saw the black funnels and upper works 
et the enemy’s fleet with the lighthouse and the castle 
tchind them, all flushed with the pink glow of the 
setting sun. Even as I looked there was the boom of

before daybreak I saw the lights of a considerable 
town, which must have been Yarmouth, bearing about 
10 miles west-southwest on our starboard bow.

I knew that Stephan, whose station lay at the western 
end of the Solent, would have no difficulty in reaching 
it. My own cruising ground was to be the mouth of 
the Thames, and here I was at the very spot with my 
tiny Iota, my 18 torpedoes, my quick-firing gun, and, 
above all, a brain that knew what should be done and 
how to do it.

When I resumed my place in the conning tower I 
saw in the periscope (for we had dived) that a light- 
ship was within a few hundred yards of us upon the 
port bow. Two men were sitting on her bulwarks, but 
neither of them cast an eye upon the little rod that 
clove the water so close to them. It was an ideal day 
for submarine action, with enough ripple upon the sur- 
face to make us difficult to detect, and yet smooth 
enough to give me a clear view.

a family, often reading aloud to his 
wife as she bends placidly over her 
knitting, does the Emperor of Germany 
appear in the pages of a new book, 
American woman, wife of a foreign 


written Sy an 
diplomat. 

Nine years of residence in the German capital, where 
her husband was the duly accredited Minister from 
Denmark, enabled this woman to look with humor and 
sympathy upon high life in Berlin. The chapters where- 
in her impressions of the Hohenzollerns are set forth 
are by far the most interesting part of the book, which 
deals, as its title explains, with “The Sunny Side of 
Diplomatic Life” in Washington, Rome, Stockholm, 
Paris and the German capital. 

The author is Mme. L. de Hegermann-Lindencrone. 
She was formerly Miss Lillie Grenough of Cambridge, 
Mass., where she lived with her grandfather, Judge 
Fay, in the Fay mansion, now the property of Radcliffe 
College. At 17, when she had become noted as a singer, 
she was married to Chafles Moulton, son of an American 
banker, with whom she iived in Paris in the reign of 
Napoleon III, of whom she was a favorite. After Mr. 
Moulton’s death she became the wife of M. de Hager- 
mann-Lindencrone, who became Danish Minister to the 
United States in the presidency of Gen. Grant. After- 
wards her husband officially represented Denmark in 
Sweden, Italy, France and Germany. 

Her book is in the form of letters written from the 
various eapitals. She has made practically no attempt 
to discuss international politics, conténting herself with 
sparkling narratives of the social life, interspersed with 
brilliant and illuminating anecdotes. In this war-torn 
time, the stery of life in Berlin is particularly valu- 
able because of intimate glimpses of personages who 
are now making world history. 

There is, for instance, the tale of the blundering 
American woman who met Emperor William in Nor- 
way, where, as the writer tells it, the conversation was 
somewhat as follows: 

“Is it not lovely in Paris?” the fair American asked. 
“Have you been there lately?” 

“No, I have not,” answered the surprised Kaiser. 

“Oh, how queer! You ought to go there. The French 
people would just love to see you.” 

“Do you think so?” said the Emperor with a smile 

Thus encouraged she enlarged on her theme, and 
speaking for the whole nation, continued gushingly 
“And if you would give them back Alsace and Lor- 
raine they would simply adore you.” 

The Kaiser, looking at her gravely, as if she ked 
solved a mighty problem, said: ‘I never thought of 
that, Madame.” 

Scarcely Jess refreshing is her anecdote of another 
rich but crude American, who, at a costume ball, dressed 
as Jupiter, “stalked about, trying to act up his pa 
by shaking in people’s faces his ridiculous tin bolts, 
held in white kid gloves,” found himself standing with 
his back to the Crown Prince. A friend tapped him! 
on the shoulder trying to indicate to him that he wag 
committing a breach of etiquette. 

“What’s the matter?’ asked Mr. X. loudly, as he 
gigred at his friend. The friend in an anxious whisper 
advised him to turn and face the Prince. 

“Heavens!” the American ejaculated. “I can't help 
it: I am always treading upon their toes.” 

Mme. de Hegerman-Lindencrone reveals the Ger- 
man court as a curious admixture of naive Simplicity 
und medieval pomp. She tells of her first formal re- 
ceptions and balls where the court costume even to the 
decollete of the collars was prescribed. The regulations 
provided for somewhat less exposure of the shoulders 
than was then fashionable. The ladies managed to get 
around that, she explained, by lifting their arms until 
the bosom was not quite as bare as otherwise, doing 
this whenever anybody who might be offended looked 
towards them. They didn’t mean to abandon their 
newest Parisian gowns for anything so stupid as court 
regulations.
